I speak advisedly when I say, that 
I believe sucb a change would exceedingly di^ 
satisfy the m^rity. They aaticipafte saper- 
cesuon in an almost ualiinited d^ree, aa the 
inevitable result of am^gamazion with the 
King’s,—whom they have long cooadewd, aad 
arelikely long to ccnsidk *0 jealoua rivala, covet¬ 
ing with avidity those suff-empbyments wbWi, 
by the constitution of the servioe, are« ia Ae* 
present posture of thinga, exclusvely afs^opri- 
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aud by the Company’s officers. That this appro' 
priation is strictly just, very fev unbiassed per- 
Goea «)]! deny, when they consider that the 
cadet seta his foot on this soil, to weatiier, 
during the greater part of his existence, plagues 
like those of Egypt, and that the rewards which 
can animate bin to exertion, struggling as he 
must with the opposing influence of this terriflc 
climate, are already too thinly scattered.

little lower, of the Miniater's Secretary's bead 
clerk P Would not such a cooiingency drire 
an unfortunate devil to mutiny, whose only 
chance of seeing home again after some thirty 
or forty years’ sendee, is the retiring pay cm; 
rank ? It would be a temptabcm to prostrate

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a( the feet of the Nijam, aod to draw 
cot'a 6vord beoeath the drapeauof the MiisQud. 

“ Th«e, my dear Z , are details which, 
drr as they are, will doubtless be iateresting 
to you, who arc actually debatiag, whether 
your fioa is to become an actor on this arena or 
not. It is fitting, also, that I should show you 
the picture ia soother positioo. 

“ It is true that the goldeo days of India are 
over. Military men do not now acquire for- 
sunea ia this couDtry. Exeepiions by oo 
means invalidate my rule, for they esiat only 
because the few have discovered ways aod 
means unknown and inaccessible to the g©. 
ovality. &m the Ufe of an Indian ofiicer ts 
that of a gentleman, and is sufficiently ^sio- 
oralic to gratify the most fastidious pride. He 
has servants,—horses,—a house,—a plentiful 
“We,—doe wines,—constant hope of an aug. 
mntadoo of income,—and, above all,—for I 
speak to die proud,-^ bas coruideraiitn,^ 
pUco and a li^ to mingle with the highest. 
Ha is al aa» ia the society of bis superiors, 
bewme at nowydutaiDt day, if he is tol«- 
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ably fortunate^ he n to occupy tbe same po> 
utioii. He bas a place at their tables>—a seat 
in their carriage8,~aDd is od that easy fooling 
^ of familiarity which Implies essential equality. 
He may occasioDaUy * fait od erii days,** by 
bciog afflicted with that most absolute of all 
despots^ a tyraanical eommandaDt. But these 
occurrences are * like angels* rials, Sew snd 
far between.*—«Jiel^>Offlocr8 in tbft serriee 
hare very coosideratdy passed tbe bloom and 
spring-tide of their youth. They are ibr (he 
most part elderly, bilious, half wom-out pee* 
sonages, * melancholy,’ if not * geDtlemaoUiks,* 
^and rery happy generally to allow their 
faculties a siesta during tbe whole twenCy-fonr 
hours, and permit affairs to be administered 
by deputy. Detacbmente §ot marching in the 
monsoon are troublesome, bnt not irequeat: 
altogether (be military hh here is not laborious, 
neither in truth ought it to 2>e so, for who, 
aAer years passed within tbe Trof^ce, retaios 
energy enough ibr constant toilful am falling 
again into railiBg, when 1 meant to exhibit tbe^ 
fair ade of the picture, but I confess, (bat 
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to * my mind's eye' th^ f&imC side is 
clouded. 

“ However, there is one great conaderation • 
which must operate against sending a youth to 
India, vbetinr in a civil -or military capacity. 
If I say that the country,—the society in its 
general tone end manner, is anything but 
favourable to the improvement of the heart or 
the UDderstanding, I may be told that ‘ temp¬ 
tation abounds everywhere, and it is as vain 
to looi for Plato's republic, as for Utopia.’ 

there is a comparative state of 
ti«Bgseveo when absolute perfection is to be 
found Dowh«e; and therefore I feC you^ in 
sober seriousness, that for mine own private 
opinion, no earthly consideration short of 
rescuing him from absolute starvation, should 
induce me to send a son to this country. First, 
the ohawea agai&sC bis living ai «// are great, 
as ft QUapariscQ djfe Army Lists of IfiOO and 
1820 wiU testify. Next, admiitiDg that he 
has atmgth of acmsdtution to grapple with 
,the evils that b«et him, where,—after a resi¬ 
dence of twmtyyesn,—where is his menial, 
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where fais phyacal energy ? At tbirty^x he 
is an elderly gentlemao,—with little persoosl 
aetiviiy^-^with lees ioclin&Hon ior Jotellectua] 
pursuits. At that age he has ' served his 
time,^ as it is called, which means the pre¬ 
scribed twenty-two years,' admitting that he 
has had no means of availing himself of the 
furbug^ r^ulatioo, or has not been home ea 
sick-certificate.* And then tbe yean abso¬ 
lutely lost to him during that immease lapse of 
time! for, compared with the duration of life. It 
U immense.—The pursuits of his boyhood are 
abandoned, aa too toilsome for the climate- 
Emulation affords no stimulus, for be is sur¬ 
rounded by the idle, who, if they secretly re- 
spect, openly ridicule him, and lure him to an

Few are the oonslitutioue that 
have vigour to resist the inroads of climatic 
disease, whilst the intellect ia exertiog its 
strength, aad making daily eocroachments on 
the physical ener^es. The most splendidly 
gifted individual I have known here,—placed 
in a position as advantageous to him as any 
that could have been selected, careful to 
serve hia health by every regularity ^ exania^ 
diet, aod aodety, possesdng a cheerful tea- 
perashot, czceltent stamina, weD r^ulatad 
temper, and ardent, not to say saoguiae mmd, 
is even noa fading gradually breath tbe in^ 
fluences of this atmosphere. * ilenovacs yesr 
j>nreutts" Is tbe obvious presaiptioc in hia case, 
which goes to support my assertion, that thia 
country is manifestly hostile to mental cultiv^ .

I have conjured up no phantasm 
to amuse you. My taleoted^end is too really 
such, and so circumstacced as 1 have de* 
scribed him, and T am but one of many who 
wiU tell you, that Europe or the grave must 
shortly be his destination, and that of buo- 
dreds of et^ual promise and equally un* 
fcrtuoate.

Two words will ex¬ 
plain the causes of its , magnitude,—idleDess and 
opportunity. Young men have little occupa* 
tion, and young women are accessible. Mom- 
ing-calU lead to evening-parties, «id these to 
flirtations, which for the most part terminate, 
in the east, in matrimony. I am no -harsh 
satirist of the female sex, nor of that part of it 
who are impelled by circumstances to incur the 
chances of Indian spoculation. I pity such in¬ 
dividuals as unfortunate,—as ttther the victims 
of adverse drcumstatioes, or the too docile 
pupils of misjudging friends. But, setting 
aside every extraneous consideralion, I must

Such an 
iooQTsitioQ wotdd be bailed by (he native as 
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tbe downing of d new era^ replete with invalu¬ 
able bleesingi to himself and hie race. Ae we 
hold this country by the bond of opinion more 
than by the fetters of power, ft is well for tbe 
coGtiDuance of our rule that, through all his 
adversidee, amidst all the im|>erfectfons of our 
system, a Hindoo still has almost unlimited 
faith io tbe integrity of actioos emanating ijs. 
mediately from Europeans. UtiiDUlli^ble as 
our English alphabetical cbaractei;s are to the 
majority, with what eonUdence will they receive 
any document wiitten in those unknown hierc^ 
glypbica, relying on it as possessing Ulismanic 
virtues! I am persuaded, that tbe introduction 
of tbe English language as tbe medium of all 
law official busuess, would diffuse satisfacdtw 
amongst an overwbelmiog aggregate of this po- 
puladon. The best ioceotive would be found 
Co direct the pursuits of the higher classes to 
tbe culdvadon of English literature, and in 
time tbis would descend to tbe lower grades. 
Tbe few places of educatioie which tbe poUcy 
of government, or tbe charity of private soci^ 
ties has established in this enormous cootioent,

The change in the language used 
iQ (be legal courts, will afford them the means 
of respectable llT^hood,—will rcmore many of 
thdr t^ptatious to dishonesty,<^And will, eon* 
se^uently, surely but gradually destroy (be pre¬ 
judices against them now existing to so con- 
sidoal^e a degree.

1 have never for¬ 
gotten him as be stood looking down on my 
comparatively pigmy suture hia eyes half 
closed, and his mouth curled in ft cruel deri¬ 
sion, that, 1 confess, chafed my soldier's blood 
until my commission beoame valueless in my 
eyes, if at were to be reUioed only on condidon 
that 1 brooked this insulting glance. ‘ Sir/ 
said be wjtb miu^ deliberation,—* one of the 
(las by which we bold this country, is the wise 
pobey which refransfrom interfering with the 
jveju^ces of (he natives. Sir, these things 
which you mentioo, are usual amongse (hem. 
Such Is their cuscom—it is part of their 
Quaa^,—with which you and 1 liave nothing 
to do. Sir, ih£ British Gov^oment cannot in¬ 
terfere with tbedoffesCic conduct the prin^ 
with whom it is ie alliaace, or to whom it 
* a^rds protectioii. Aad, Sir, (he British Go- 
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vercoect forbids mj ioterCereDce on (he part 
of its servants; and fAetr business, Sir, let me 
admonish you, is oot to judge or to discuss^ 
but to oheif> Sir, the three points of a saldter’s 
duty are—first, obedien oe se cood, obedience^ 
third, obedience. Sir, I wish you a very good 
morning.’ 

** And be bowed me out; and what redress 
had I Alas, I could but seek consolation in 
the admonition peooed by the wisest of men,— 

‘ If thou seest the oppression of the poor, and 
violent perverting of judgment and justice in a 
province, marvel not at the matter: ht He 
that is higher than the highest regarderh; and 
there be higher than they.' 

** Closely indeed is the asaertlon I have Just 
recorded, as pronounced by Sir ^ '»■» —oth 
served and brought into action by the servants 
of Governinent. * One of the ties ^ irAtci tve 
hold this eotuitryf is the wise poiky vkkh re. 
Jrains from mre^rtng ioith the pr^udices of 
the natives' Our error, I fancy, has a ten¬ 
dency to the other extreme, and that so far 
from opposing, we actually support and en* 
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coure^t. Witness the Temple at Jsfgher- 
naut, a portioa 0/ (be reveDues of which 
actually passes into the bands of the Company, 
aoder whose patronage its abominable idolatries 
continue. Hither are lured, by tbe reputed 
sanctity of tbe pUce, hundreds of poor half- 
starred Hindoos, whose scanty means baee 
been carefully laid in store to carry them with* 
m tbe sacred recesses of this shrine. In tbe 
most uD&eourable season of tbe year tbe ave¬ 
nues of tbe temple are tbroDg:ed with pUfrims, 
some of whom having traversed bundreds of 
miles, arrive with eshausted resources and al¬ 
most at die last gasp of eiisteoce. Sdll tbe 
door is closed to tbeir ardent expectation. Of 
what avail are tbdr previous hardships,—thdr 
present slckneas pnvations,—in the eyes of 

the priestly hypocrite, whose outstretched palm 
fssi* not (be pressure of Cbdr gold, which ' has 
taken into itadf wings, and flown away V To 
theo) die gate opens not, and in despair and 
disapptwtBjent—bousekss, — without food,— 
without shelta from (he heavy rains that are 
inundating tbe earth,—iar frmn tbe face of a 
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friend ,—a prey to the rapid and derce diseases 
of the aeasoe,—they die with the bavee of their 
ho]>e in view; and the bypocriCical Brgfaaib 
turns OQ them an eye colder thao that of 
the LeTite, receives the rich ofiering of the 
vealthy, and having transmitted part of the 
price of the blood of human souls to the Ho> 
nourable Compaoyi rolls himself in the garb 
of his eensusi indulgences, dendiog equally 
the superstition of bis bretbren> and the imbe- 
dHty of the Goveroment beneath whose foster, 
ing influence his unrighteousness prospers. 

“ This system of eocouraging the reiigioua 
prejudices of the oallves, seems to pervade all 
classes of official men io this country, from him 
who governs a province, to tbe comnaadant of 
a single regiment As tbe universe is con^ 
posed of atoms, and the smallest flgure swells 
tbe amount of the aggregate, I shall not hesi' 
tate to aflord you a minor instance of the 
operation of this feeling wbicb I myself wit- 
nessed. The r^meot to which I belonged^ at 
the epodi to which I allude, was under orders , 
to march. Its route lay through a dreary d^ 
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Kft of hut, as its progress would oc> 

eupy the months of March aad Aprils we ap¬ 
prehended nothing but heat, and had little to 
dread from the preralence of disease. We had 
tbe misfortune then to be under the comznaad 
of a just-proiDoted deld-ofGcer, on whom bis 
new dignity did not, as yet, sit easily. He 
was one of those who some thirty years 
got into this army, everybody wonders how; 
whose vocation assuredly lay not for things 
znilitarj. He was one of the most vain¬ 
glorious little men I ever bappeoed to meet; 
but beneath all tbe bustle of his vanity, his 
shrinkiog consdousness of inferiority was pal¬ 
pable to the commonest penetration. There 
was the perpetual assertion of his claims to 
consideration,—a continual calling of people's 
AtteptloD to the porition of tield-officers,—an 
anecdote of himself adapted to every possible 
coojnnctura to whiob in the ocmrse of convert 
sa&tt one oouid refer, tasding to elucidate 
tbe mysteriaa of Am supaiiority by the atteo-’ 
tioD other w^l 4 mown is^viduals bad* be¬ 
stowed cm him. Tba bu plotitadee were 
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methodized io the moot extzaordinaTy mui' 
□er;—there wa» the thesis,—the loajor’e im* 
porteocej—the preamble,^the reaeons, first, 
second, third, ad vifinitum!—\he peroratloo. 
Oh! it tras a rich exhibition of the expedients 
to ifhich a man is driven, who desires to es> 
cape from the galling oppresuoo of coosCtoue 
littleness. Ina^ne his exciceaait vheo the 
order for marchiog arrived I He erideatly 
deemed that the movements of the 117 ib, umler 
the comrdand of Major Patrick Flannaghao, for 
such naa his cognomen, not 00I7 would form 
ereateiti the chronicles of tbeyear,hut actually 
in ihe anaals of the century. At leogth, sAer 
demurs and difficulties which nearly uosetOed 
the brain of the Adjutant, and made the Quar¬ 
termaster a skeleton, this fine body of nes, 
as the phrase goes, was put in notko. The 
journey commenced, by order, prerisely at half 
an hour after snn-riae, when we had paraded 
much Longer dian we liked, our most accurate 
commapdaot keeping bis eye fixed <m the ni* 
nute-band of his watch, that we might not 
move a moment before or af^er the appobted 
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citde. Three hours speet beieeth a sua gre^ 
doeUy sdraociBg to scorching power, brought 
us to the esd of our daily jouroey, when we 
devoured our breakfast, with what appetite we 
might, cursed the slowness of Indian maitdi- 
log, abused the cook, doed the bullet, retired 
to our separate teots, and fsU asleep. But 
these were the halcyon days of that mamorable 
march. lo fact, we had afterwards to pass 
through a r^uTar campaign agaiosC the wea* 
ther. The., jungle, as we adeancei^ beeama 
more deaae; lafty hills eoTsroDed us, covered 
widi ibresta the abode of predatory ai^als, 
and that mightiest of serpents, the boa>ten- 
Btriot<». But how the terror of 4 ucA foes faded 
beneath the dread of the pestilential vapours 
which were exhaling arouad usi Yea, unsea* 
aoaable as it was, contrary tp all the calcula¬ 
tions of ordinary exps^ence,—heavy rains d& 
luged the earth, and threaCoed us with de< 
etructioii. Monnog after morning, our fearful 
eyes saw the beads of the enorchog hills veiled 
hi thick black vapour, that was Portly to d^ 
scend, and $saii i» aa a peetilcDce. We were 
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encompassed Titb the raokesC re^tatioo. Onr 
aocampiDg ground was fluently a square of 
cleared plain, barely suffident to afford space 
for our (ents, acd picquets for our cattk. Tall 
trees, or lofty foreet^covered mouQtaifis, bouod* 
ed our limited horison, and seemed to d)ut in 
upon ve tbe malaria abou&dmg in tbe damp 
T^etarioiL Oor anxious dedra was naOitally 
to basteo, by forced mardiaa, out of tbe nacb 
of danger. Sickvesa bad crept is anongat cb, 
and we had daily to witness the snfferiags asd 
danger of those nearest and dearest to us. Ob 1 
in what close bratherbood the tie of commoD 
danger binds man to man ! Wbat la amiable 
set of beings each deemed tbe little band of his 
comrades I We remeabered so man’s fofbiea; 
~we were even anxious to view with a efaant* 
able eye tbe follies of Patxuk flaima. 

^a&. But he would not allow iu In tbs p]^ 
oicude o( bis military seal, be indaied on .ob^ 
sesriag ^ ftgvUticns of tit semes,' to tbe 
tery letter; the dincretionaiy power which 
fonned a bran<d) o{ bis prerogative, romained • 
like a title io abeyance—nobody baeficed by 
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it. We were to march eight often miles dmly 
—no roore-4e8t the men should be haraaead I 
those very men wbo» left to the giiidasoe of 
their own vriU, would proceed from twenty to 
thirty miles daily I Besides all this, we bad 
frequent bal^ that ^the men' and their fami¬ 
lies might recruit,—which we translated iote 
something nearei; the truth, by calling it. Major 
Patrick Flaonaghan's tender ooosideratioQ for 
Mra Flannaghan, and «dl the little flanoa- 
idteaa. 3iut our patience had yet to be put to 
a aoren tviU. We reached tbe bank of the 
rieer, wbidi hi its wiedings sev^al times inter- 
ee^ted our patb. A burst of enthusiasm hailed, 
as we diottght^the drat view of it; but we very 
soon discovered that (he rapture uose from 
our approach to a Pagoda celebrated for the 
estent of Hs reveoue, and tbe number of Brah> 
mans suj^rted there. And here, in obedience 
to that * vise policy which refrains frotfrmter- 
ferijig with the religious pr^udices of the na¬ 
tives,'— our gaUaat Major thought it expedi-

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iioo d^yi, that * tba men' might have an o|v 
poriuniCf pAyiog (heir derotioiu and sak> 
iog (bw offeringB at thu «xalt«d ahrine. 
Frieetlj craft eooD dieburtbwed tbe pituUe 
victims of this the moat abject aupentitko that 
aver enthralled the spirit df man, not of their 
superfluous rupees onl^, but of those abao- 
lutel/ oecesaary for tbe exigeodes of the asrch* 
CoDsequentlj, during tbe reouiinder d out 
wearisome journey, we beard oaly bitter cmn^ 
plaints of poverty, and witnessed daily scones of 
want aod priTation which & disregard of 
'the prqudices of tbe natives' might, in this 
inatance, have averted. However, tbe thiag 
was all according to mic ; and I submit to your 
CDoaderatioQ, whether this is tbe beet posiaUe 
state of things in a country abac^teiy nads' 
British rule? If we are not to trample on 
their r^gious institutioos, does it fbUow, 
therefore, that we are to te^fy extraMdinary 
vencratioa for them ? If we are not to Joru 
the conedeaoas of men, are we to £wer their 
supersdtioa, wbiiat we cautiously abstaia from 
leading any oj^Ecaef sanction to eflbttt 
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to avakefi them Co a koovledge of *a more 
excellent way?* Thu exceseiTe caudoo coo- 
epireg exceedingly with the bjgotiy and the* 
isdolenee of the Riodoo to preveDt any im- 
proremeoC either in bis moral or his physical 
waotgi It appears, under the present system, 
that the procvtog of a certain rereoue Is the 
primary object beibre which every other con- 
sideradoD sioks into nothiogoess.

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biHty of family, C4)DnexioD, oc educaCioD, would 
bo wide id returaiog borne, for there is no 
pursuit to which they could devote themselves 
as geatlemen, in which they vould not have 
attained greater advantages at the end of

service. Few will be belter off thaa myself, 

’ whea as far advanced in their probatioa, and / 
hourly regret having wasted my life so un* 
profitably. Notwithstanding the many ’and 
thankfully acknowledged blessings with which « 

I am surrounded, I cannot help feeling a most 
afdent loagiag to exchange the luxuries of the 
East for the simplest fare and most homely 
eatablishmenc of rusticated gentility in happy 
England, and bum iUa lachryma: for the 
convict ion that I could scarcely have Med to $ 

realize .so moderate a desire by twenty* two 
years apprenticeship to any gentlemaDly 
calliog at home, adds a feeling of remorse to 
the mordficadcs of disappointment. 

In the lace airangemeots, much diplomatic 
cunning is displayed: the upper branches of 
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the service are fumUhed vitb a top to quiet 
their barV, if disposed to abet the clamoun of 
the u&fledged younkers. As to the brevet 
rack ibr gallantry in the 6eld, it ia ooly an 
additional incentive to abuse of patronage* 
erhich, Heaven knows, flourishes abuodaoily, 
without such extra-tenptatico. Fortunately 
for all hut the few elite, who might have a 
chance of being put over the heads of their 
conlespor^es, there is little prospect of (bia 
new regulation's comiog btc practice at pr^ 
sent, as the peace of India seems likely to 
he undisturbed for many years: thus we shall, 
for a time at least, escape supersession by 
military secretaries, aides^e..camp, et hoe gtmtt 
omne, the only class to whom the benefits of 
this spedous promise of honorary promotima 
would ever extend. The late order for the 
examinadoD iu Hindostanee, of oifleers eitW 
holding staff appointments, or candidates for 
them, is an absurd farce, its only object bdog 
the exteotton of patronage. If the ccmauiQder> 
m^ohkf would make a regulation, and hemeady 
observe it, that every officer who has not s^is- 
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factorUy passed through the ordeal of the pre« 
scribed examinAtiou, aod may be nominated 
1 o the auff, shall after sis: months' ioterTal 
uodat^ this examioadon, and, if he be not 
adequately acquainted with the langua^, shall 
lose his appointment, then the procedure would 
wear the semblance of benefit to the service. 
But, prophetic from the past, J foresee that 
such unfortunates as owe their advancement 
to an lofiuence that exists only in the preter- 
pluperfect tense, or have rendered themaelves 
in any way obnoxious to (he administration 
that is, be the sufferers, and their places 
will be supphed by (he sateUites of the actual 
greatness of the day, whose incompetence will 
be no bar to tb«r fortune. All over the world 
there is a cry against the abuse of patrouage, 
and there is no spot in the habitable, globe 
where it exists to so disgraceful an extent as 
in India How can it be otherwise ? There is 
no public opinioDj^bere la a fettered press,— 
and where exists the presumptuous iodivldual 
who would dare to assert of himself that, 
placed within similar temptation, unchecked 
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hj these essencUl restrunU, he vould aot 
eqaallj oifend ? 

To fill up zp^ebeeC, sbali I send you a por¬ 
trait of a true Indian olHcer of twenty yetrs* 
8 tandio|;,—a perfect specimen of the class 
having lately joloed our society P—^ptaht M. 
is a vety stoutf or in less courtly tenns, a moo- 
strously fat, gobd- tempered mao. At this e e asop 
he seems oppressed sod depressed by tbe beat,, 
from which he suCers sererely, szkI his large 
Attaniic countenaDce has the relaxed appear¬ 
ance of one gasping for life. His maaoer is 
cheerful and agreeable; his cosrersation rather 
matter of fact than speculative,—Hhe fault of 
all Indian converuatioo. He likes books, but 
1 fear his foodoess is confined to the epbesnsn 
of the day, or, at best, a strikiDg ooret of tbe 
higher order. He has outlived bb 
for military occupation, if he ever bad it i and 
I think the most annoying drcumstaoce of his 
life fs the necesaty of attending a drill or pa¬ 
rade. Hit wifis is natural in thought and snaa- 
^,^mte free from all adecuti(a,- ^c<a fal, 
coRoeritfhls, and clever. Tbdr tBqwvdtioas, 
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moreover, fir« deddedly sociable ; and this^ like 

the hospitality of lodia, ^being a much rarer 
virtue than of yore, is of course valued the 
more highly. 

With regard to the reception, and its 
^uencss, which you experienced from the 
upright and learned judge" of your ZiUab, I 
can only say, that even allowing for the Ai- 
minutioD, just alluded to, of the once far*faraed 
Indian hospicalicy, tHs breach of it out- 
berods Herod."

not open (bar eyee to the fact, that thia coud> 
try ia in the power of tbeii mililary aervanU, 
and that let the tug of war come, their whole 
poiae of judged, collectors, and magistrates, 
be but aa duet in the balance I 
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Thb Maple» are a very ancient faimljf as 
all the coonty of Eent can testify. They have 
Hred in one spot for maoj generations, devu> 
txDg in oothiog from the quiet maxims of their 
aoceatoTS, preserring the sane essential cha* 
racteristicB amidst all the Tarious changes t>f 
the signs of the outivard man end voman, fram 
ruffs and hrocades,—clashed coats and doub< 
lets,*—to ha^e pecks and flimsy 
lingtoD novsers and ftock-coats. Sdll the 
M^les of MapletoQ Hall wre the Maples of 
Mapleton Hall, lords of die oltoor, esquires of 
(be village, and lay •impropriators of the Rectory 
thereof, as is abundantly testified by the fhct 
that, since the days of tbe.Rafemadoc, the 
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incumWnc hu always beco a * Barerad Mat- 
thev Maple.' But it was the fortune^ good or 
bsd» ofmj father, to deviate ao Aur from the 
eetabliihed practice of his progeoiun, as to 
becoroc the head of a very numero^tf progay.

This ia Colon«^ Scove^l, eoiooaodlag the 
whole brigade \ utd that collar and thoee cu^ 
which the stranger, .raistakiog tbern for Hack, 
regards as the lo^goia of the oiedieal depart¬ 
ment, were io ihdr spring-tide of exiateaoe 
rojal staff-blue; ^me and much eerWce have 
given them this present sober “ hue of ^d." 

One of those connexions which are narked 
io heraldry hy tho fatal &ar-4umterj gave hiD 
claims on men in powerful situations, wUeh 
were realized by bis being fixed during a great 
portion xjf his years of serWoe in jne of those 
half^ivil, haIf*tradiogsNoecur«s, which rndfT

But all this was not suffident to procure for 
him the extenslva notoriety he eidoyed. There 
were indeed some' who called these official 
lovin^^djidnessea by the ungentle name of 
gnilt;—but these might have been committed 
by a mao in the same posidoo, who, io other 
respects, bad the characteristics of ao able 
officer, and he would never therefore have stood 
^wfr^om the BOSS, ia the broad and marked 
attitude of Ccdocel ScoreQ. There required a 
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unguUr combiofidoD of menu} tnita to rtndar 
sn mi^Tiduftl at occa the terror, the abhorreoce. 
and the profound contempt, of all wiibia the 
sphere, of hie influeDce The Utter fe^cg wee 
unmiD^led in the boeom of those oolj who were 
far bejood (he reach of bia tender merdea. 

The lowest Ucult)^ of the imagiaatiMi is the 
ioveotioa of cartaio fiction a whidi hai*e a teb> 
deocy to digolfj the rdater, and procure for 
him the loonder, at k«»t, of bU audience. We 
call this power by earioue names; embellialK 
ti)ro(,—<sK(ravaganc<,—vanity in ooe of it» 
phases ;^4ccording to Saint Paul, the CretsAs 
were a proverb for their attainment of the ao* 
complidiment, and amoiget modern inatancea 
we maj quote two weU4(iiown to fiaoe,— 
Baron Munchaueen and Longbow. 

Whether Colonel ScoTdJ, bj frequaot^epe* 
titioo, had at iengih succeeded in foreiDg oo 
his own mind a belief of the impoasiUlities with 
which he was accustomed to regale emy au- 
di^ce be could collect around bin, ia a pitw 
14 ^ that has eabarrasaed ma&j wbon l^Jiaa_ 
so fawoured. Ceoerally it was supooted that,

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pleased ongJoally with the offspriDg of bis 
faoc^, he had dwelt on its beauties until con* 
tIdcm of its Kal exi6teoce>^^Q undoubted 
sjmptoiQy according to metaphyddans, of hallu* 
dnatioD or insanity} tbe characteristic of which 
is to coofonnd realities with idealities. From 
this peculiar feature of his mind} howerer, if the 
graver officers regard it with disgust, the young* 
er contrive to extract an ioexhaustible^fund of 
amusement. Every report that exceeds the 
bounds of probability is denominated a 
Scoveii/* and “ Colowl Scowil's last ” furnishes 
the daily jest of the mess-table. Nor does his 
rank,—nor all tbe terrors of bis syst^ of 
opioRoge,—entirely place him beyond the 
reach of that braver species of satire or ridi¬ 
cule, which is aimed at a present object, not a 
distant. , 

Oolasel Scovell is married, but, as Ms wite 
bn rite mi^ortuDe to be^^£)Dgli8h, he has 
been separ^ed from her some years, and 
soothes the autumn of bis days in the pure 
ret^pMDt -of an Indian Zenanab. To this 
state of domestic azuteoce, probably, be

But (hat (be 
commaader <d a large hroe attfold sfeHd out 
coospi<^oui Mnoogst bis iaikriors by 

the uoequalled atrocities of his langaage,— 
that his example should avail beyond all powv 
of precept to lead astray the iguvant aod fam- 
petienced, is a fact do Isas appalling to dad^ 
thao reflecdva of sbase csi tboae eupaig^M^ 
tb<Hidn who eotunve at ita existsoee. Colood 
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Smv^ poesessea one grand sourca of power 
and iofluence. Hia estravagaoce is limited bj 
the indulgeocea of the table;—beyond these 
hU acoooiDy is as if dictated by a cadet's 
ceedty cossequendy bis wealth has accu* 
muUted beyond all ordinary calculations. 

How fu* the loflueBce of the golden shower 
extends, is recorded both “ in tale and his* 
^ Tory." Therefore the purer the government, 
the more constantly wUl its vigilance be exerted 
(o guard against the employmant of any fun^ 
tionaries whos^ necessides may render them 
auees^ble to that comjption.

baited yesterday, to deposit his remains 
in tbeir final resdng.place. I watched 1be 
funeral-party aa they stood under the abade of 
tbe tope where they had dug hia obscure 
grave, in all tbe pride of their cuUtary array. 
It was somewhat after day-break; but tbe 
grey momiog was risiog in sad and gloomy 
hues. There was mist on eveiy bUl, and the 
trees were dropping the heavy dews, and all 
Looked forlorn and melancholy, even as the 
occasion seemed to demand. A pall of mourn¬ 
ing concealed tbe brightness of nature, and the 
homan hearts, yet instinct with life, trembled 
punfuUy amidst the solemnity of the scene. 

Tbe last military honours were paid to the 
pride of the regiment; tbe last look was .g^ven 
to bis grave; and that day wore away heavily. 
There was no sound of mirth issuing from tbe 
tent where the officers held their mees, for the 
chair of tbe gay one waa empty ; and the first

ed cheerily, and all nature seemed redoleot of

We have arrived at a village, theiahabitints 
of (dsich are chiefiy Brabmina. We are en* 
camped on a plaiu stretching downwards to a 
bright dear tank, ripjdjcg and aparklJog in 
the breere and sunshine. On the opposite 
bank lias the viUi^, shielded by topes of 
treesi cloK under the shadow of a hill that 
stretches its sunrait fsr isto the sky. The 
Pagoda, a large and radiantly white idle of 
buUdiDgs, stands on the sumnit; and bow that 
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the eun is full upoait> the cKuusm is ^ibsolutel^ 
d&ssling. Already our people are making pil- 
grimagee to the ebrioe of the idol, and scores 
of Brahmins are hoYering round the outskirts 
of the camp, «lth their bare beads—some com* 
plet^y sbaYedf some >eith a smgle lock of 
hair remaining on the crowu, tied and knotted 
in a bow. How picturesque an air do they 
give to the landscape, clad in tbeir snow.wbjte 
g:arment8, with tbdr drapery of salmos^c^ 
loured scarfs,—thrown out in strong relief 
from the dark back^ground! And the day is 
so brilliaot!—aU nature seems decked for the 
cdebratioa of some high festival. And how 
rich her decorations f—There is on my table a 
vase,—no, let me not give it so imposing a 
name; no vase forms a part of camp^uipage; 
—a large tumbler of water, on whi^ lies the 
moat glorious of flowers, the LoTpS-. Thu is 
indeed a meet cradle in which the love^god 
may doat doifn the brightest of stromv Its 
leaves, softer than velvet, of a pare cream* 
colour,—full, suToerous, and la^, stretching 
far beyond the drcumference of Che vessel 
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in its ig a petal, like an loverted coDe» 

of bright yellov, spotted, in i^ular juwuvaa, 
with shining amber spots, palpably diatinguish- 
able from the ground-vork. Altogether it is 
the most magnifioeot dower that ever gladdened 
my eyeS) Ibr 1 dearly bve flowere, and rich and 
varied are they m this orient land. Sight, 
however, is the only seoae they delight, for 
(he few that exhale any perfume, poasesa it 
too overpoweriogly to be gtadfyiog to an Eu- 
ropeao. The wreaths of white dowerS'^mutlee 
pooloo, or moogra ka phool—with which the 
natives deck their guests at the celebration of 
their religious festivals or marriage feasts, ren> 
der the whole atmosphere moat painfully op> 
preeeive. The rose ooly,—delicious every* 
where, —the delight of every from 

** loduB to the Foie,"—yields its breath of 
fragrance to the wind's wooing, in that pure 
sweetness which was the delight of xny youth, 
and the oniy sweetness that made me forget 
that " the violets were gone 1” ’' . 

In this place, a very short time ozioe^ the 
rite of the Suttee wis celri)rated with a lie- 
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quency that rendered it particularly obn^ioua 
to Kuropeana. But an enlig:htened Ooreni* 
aeot haa, by one vigorous measure, pritveoted 
tbe future perpetration of this enonnity. I 
bavc inquired of many intelligent natives, 
whether they believe that the sacrifice is 
usually voluntary on the part of the vjcdm ; 
and, averse as they are to up the veil from 
their own superstition, which woos not*»whidi 
cannot accept proselytes, sdll th^ evasions 
are more than suffidently eAplaoatory. I have 
heard from officers who have been present 
on these occasions, that the cries of the woman, 
at the last dread moment, when, bound down 
to the pile, she first begins to feel the pain of 
the scorching fiames, were frequently audible 
far above the crashing of the native band which 
thundered on the ears, or the yells of the de> 
votees that were prostrate around. Indeed, 
inatances of reaistaoce have been known, vain 
and hopeless aa the attempt must be, when so 
many reladves were ioCereated in preventing an 
escape^hat must carver tAm with infamy, and 
deprive the poor suffisar of all those ties and 
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“ appliuMfr of lifb,” which mske oxjsl«nc« 
dwnbW The dre«d of this horrible death, 
bowev^, hae occaaoaally been so ioteose as to 
overcooe all other fears.

But these unnatural 
unions, so Iljn Wahshya warns us, will only succeed if 
special precautions are taken: ^'When a tree is grafted 
into another at the time of a certain conjunction of sun 
and mooD, and is fumigated with certain sulwiances whilst 
a formula is uttered, mat tree will produce a thing that 
will be found cxceediitgly useful. . . . The branch which 
is to be grafted must be in the hand of a beautiful dain«l. 
whilst a male pcison has disgraceful and unnatural sexual 
intercourse tvith her; during that intercourse rhe woman 
grafts the branch into the uee." ^ 

Ibn Wahshya was probably just adding the last stroke 
of the pen to his “ Book of Nabataean Agriculture,’* when 
another Baghdadi, lahlq Ibn Imrdn, was invited to 
KairwSn, the capital of Tunisia, to act as court physician 
to the last A^labite Emir, 2iadet Allah III {903-909), 
suraamed the Parricide. HU activities there, which con¬ 
sisted mainly in supervising the prince's diet, do not seem 
at ah to have been well appreciated, for when Ishaq had 
only been a few years at KairwSn, his fiendish patient, 
after having put him to death by having the veins of his 
arms severe, ordered the body to be nailed to a cross 
where it was left hang^g until a bird of prey made its 
nest in it Yet, during his few yeaia spent in KairwSn, 
IshSq Ibn Iinrln managed to write an extremely valuable 
'* Treatise of the Simple Remedies,” of which the Munich 
Library possesses a copy (MS. No, 805), and which has 
been dram upon by most subsequent Arab medical 
writers, in particular by Ibn al-BeithSr who quotes it over 
a hundred and fifty times ;®‘ amongst Ishlq Ibn Imran’s 
many prescriptions wc find hot citronade (or lemonade) 
mentioned as a remedy against fever, and citron-peel as 
an appetizer.®* 

Ishiq Ibu Imran’s pupil, the Egyptian Jew, Isaac Ben 
Shlomoh, better known as Ishitq Ion Suleymdn al-Israeli, 
who had followed his teacher to Kairwan where he spent 
the rest of his life—he died in 932—composed there a 
“ Treatise of the Foodstufe ” “ (MS. No. 5086 of the 
National Library at Madrid) which has been for several

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Centuries one of the principal reference books in use with 
Arabic speaking doctors. “ The juice of the citron (or 
citrus >), says aMsradi, "has subaUzing, indsive, and 
lefreshing properties; it extinguishes the inflammation of 
the liver, foriifles the stomach, and excites the appetite; 
it neutralizes an excess of bile, and causes anxiety, which 
h a consequence of the latter, to disappear : it slakes thirst 
and arrests bilious evacuations and vomiting. ... If ink 
is dropped on a piece of clothing and the latter is nibbed 
with citron, the ink disappcai's.'^’ Taken mtemally, the 
juice of the citron is a use^ remedy against poisons. . . . 
A decoction made of the seeds, used as a toothwaah, ha-s 
a tonic effect on the gums."" 

For nearly a whole century after al-Israeli, citrus fruits 
are not found mentioned in the medical writings of the 
Arabs, the only exception being a " Book of Ilemedies," 
by a Syrian author whom later writers refer to as the 
Damascene, which contains a presaiption for cxtraciing 
the essential oils of the peel and the seeds of the sour 
orange." But aroimd the year 1030 there appeared 
Avicenna’s “ Canon of Medicine " (Qanun j5-TAc») the 
most widely read and commended of all medical works in 
the Middle Ages, alike in the Arab and in the Latin 
world. Abu AH el-Huseyn Ibn Sina (980-1037)—Avicenna 
is the name by which he is known in European literature 
—was boro in Bokhara, where, after studying philosophy 
and medicine when still practically a Soy, an almost 
miraculous cure which he effected at the age of seventeen 
made his name famous as that of one <3 the foremost 
physidans of the age, a reputaoon which contributed to 
invest his writings with an authority that remained long 
unchallenged. In connection wiili dims fruits, the 
“ Canon " contains little that is original, except die state¬ 
ment that the peel of the diron (or citrus?), kept in one's 
mouth, not only purifies the breath and makes it pleasant, 
but is a useful preventive against infecrion by the plague,’® 
and a number of redpes Ext the use of the juice of the 
sour orange in the preparation of syrups and other 
pharmaceutical mixtures.’^

Who are gon^— 
who are left, in that distant hemisphere, from 
which so Urge an interval both of time and 
space divides us ?—What a deep thankfulness 
when the important sheet is read, and we find 
all we have to lament is our own protracted 
absence from those whose wl^es are so fondly 
breathed &r our return ! Every letter proves 
the mistaken Qotioaa which the generality of 
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welUeducated people contioue co raCertsiA 
ladve to t)ie splendours of India. Petrie

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Jajtitya’s dUsemtions on the lemon, and he might aptly 
be called the theorist of the art of the prepaiation and use 
of lemonades. It is also in Ibn Jamlya that we firat meet 
with a recipe for preserving lemons, which all subsequent 
writers have copied and which has been widely used 
throughout the Middle Ages and right up to modern 
rimes: "Take lemons that are fully ripe and of bright 
tcHow colour; cut them open without severing the ^ 
halves and introduce plenty of fine salt into the split; 
place the fruits thus prepared in a glass vessel having a 
wide opening and pour over them more lemon juice until 
they are completely submerged; now dose the vessel and 
seal It with wax and let it sued for a for might in the sun, 
after which store it away in a cool place for at least fony 
days; but if you wait sail longer than this before eating 
them, their taste and fragrance wUi be still more deliciou? 
and their action in stimulating the appeiite will be 
stronger,® 

With Ibn al-Beithir, to whom we are indebted for the 
preservation of Ibn Jamiya’s booklet on the lemon we 
come CO the last important Arabic writer who created of 
me medical virtues and uses of citrus fruits. The greatest 
botanists, Dhya ed-Din Abu Mohammed 
AMallah ben Ahmed el-Malaqi, better known as Ibn 
d.^ithir (i.e. the son of the veterinary), was bom at 
Malaga m wuthem Spain^hencc the name eUMnlaki-^in 
or about 1197, and devoted himself almost from chddhood 
TO the twofold study of medicine and botany. In 1219 he 
ietc bis native country and, crossing over into Africa 
started on a long journey eastward through Morocco, 
^gi^, Tunis, and 1 npoli to Egypt, colle«in| everywhere 
the plan« of the countries and the books of botanical 
wntera. On his arrival in Egypt, Malek el-KAmel, the then 
Kignmg sultan, took him into his service and appointed

tinued his travels of exploraaoc. studying in turn the 

p^c-hfe of ^bia, Palestine, Syria, Mesopotamia, and 
part of Asia Minor, incessantly and untiringly and in a 
spirit of scientific thorou^ness far in ad^ce of the

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ordinary standard of the a^. His friend and disciple 
Ibn AU Oss^biah has wniten that whilst exploring 
together with Ibn al-Beithar the couniry around Damascus, 
where they identibed many new plants, they always carried 
with them " the writing of Dioscorides, of Galen, and of 
EhGhafeki, and other similar works." Ibn al*Beithlr was 
in Damascus when death overtook him in 1248.^'* 

It was the order of El-Malek's son and successor 
ES'Salal) Najm ed-Din Ayub that Ibn aJ*BeiihSr under¬ 
cook the compilation of his principal and most famous 
work, Jami at~Mup^al, i.e. the " Dictionary of the Simple 
Remedies," which is d^icated to chat prince.* In it me 
author has described in alphabetical order all the vege¬ 
table, animal, and mineral drugs used in his time, making 
of course, a lavish use of the writings of his predecessors, 
but in each case after taking g^at care to control 
their statements and to supplement them through personal 
observation. About half ot this enormous treatise is made 
up of quotations from Greek sourcea, in particular from 
the wo^ of Dioscorides and Galen, whose discourses on 
drug^ arc reproduced wi extenso ; the other half comprises 
quotadons from Arabic, Jewish, Persian, Syrian, Chal¬ 
dean, and Indian writers whose works were available at 
the time i ti Arab ic translations. In each case I bn al-Beithir 
takes care to mention the name of the author from whom 
the quotation is taken, and for every one of the 1,400 
planes or SO of which he treau he mentions all the differ¬ 
ent Arabic names by which it was kno^vn. Since the days 
of Dioscorides until as late as the Renaissance there has 
been produced no work on botany comparable In value or 
importance with the "Dictionary of the Simple Remedies.’' 
Amongst Ibn al-Beichtir’s personal contributions to 
medical lore in regard to citrus fruit, the most interesting 
ones are probably some of his notes on citron oil, which 
he recommends as a cure for many evils. “ It has a 
wonderfully warming effect when used in frictions on the 
sole of the traveller’s feet in cold weather; applied to an 
aching joint, it relieves the pain; it is usenil against 
paralysis, twitches, shivers, cramp, sciatica, pains in the 
joints or in the back, . . . pains m the kidneys caused by 
cold, toothache due to a similar cause . . . ; rubbed into 
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difitfiot more than a mile> aud which the T4d 
sand of the 9C^ in the dry season renders^ if not 
impassabls) at least so disagreeable, as to tempt 
ua to ▼ery rare migradoDS from our nest. . 

There are beauties^ however^ about the oeigb. 
bourbood, although we are not so fortunate as 
to be within sight of them. The magnificent 
Oodayery passes beneath the brow of tbe hiH 
on which tbe fort is dtuated, flowing through 
its broad pathway to the aea. Beyond it, 
there are ranges of hilla of the most fantastic 
fonns; and topes and jungle give a sylvan cha> 
racter to the whole. 1 am afraid, however, 
that suiting warps the mind sadly. The 
really picturesque features of the view are 
shrouded by irraginings of all tbe horrors 
to which such redundant vegetation must be 
continually contributing. Every gale seems 
pregnant with miasma, and every breath conse¬ 
quently la drawn with fear and trembling. The 
fatalism of the Hindoos enables them to regard 
sil these dangers with inconceivable apathy. 
The ^tsDt of tbe bfiuence tbia doctrine of 
neces^ty ezercifies over all tbeir acdons, is aato- 
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nisbiog. To all your argumeott of arpedlacy 
or inexpedieocy they hvariaibly wply,—** Of 
what UM ? That which ia to bct will h&*' 1 
pointed out to an intelligent n&dve, who report' 
ed the fact of a band of robbera being ia the 
neighbourhood, and the probability of tb^ 
makiog an inroad into tbe town, the icapobey 
of hia keeping a large sun of aoo^ bis 
house, which, as ueual^ liad not tbe security 
a single lock. He shook hie head with en ex¬ 
pression half graee, half indifTerent, and said. 
He never had been robbed; ho always had 
large suns of money in h:s possession. If tbe 
appoioted hour were come, how could be av^ 
it ? If he were to lose tbe money, what matter¬ 
ed tbe reiBoring of it ? He should not lose it 
less becaose he had d^ioated it daeidiere. How 
could he guard against that which MUt hef** 
They oppose these opioioos to every advice 
you nay offer that runi counter to their pre¬ 
judices. The BraJuDiD c^U will rarely ia ex¬ 
tremity voluntarily seek the aid of an Eaglish 
surgeon, and they will never submit to l^eed- 
ing or amputation except on compukion.

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for one and the same fruit, it U cjuite possible that by the 
turimj of Abul Huseyn a sweet oranw was meant, 

A years after ^ appearance Maa'0di‘s '' Golden 
Meadows,” Al-Lstakhii (Abu IshSq al-Farsi aMstakhr!), a 
native of Istakhr in the Persian province of Pars, a great 
traveller, trustwonhy as an observer if poor as a botanist, 
wrote his MasdUk aUmamalek, or “ The Book of the 
Countries,” in which he mentiona having seen utruj (a 
term which here is certainly used for citrus fruits 
geaeraJly) grown in Ram Hormu 2 on the Persian Gulf * 
and in 6alkh ^ (in present Afghanistan), whilst in treating 
of Mansira in the Punjab he dcsaib« a variety of sour 
limes, laimwiah, grown in the district,** Ibn Jubayr (Abu’l 
Huseyn Mohammed Ibn Ahmed Ibn Juhayr) of Valencia 
in Spain, secretary to a kine of Granada, and thrice a pil¬ 
grim CO the Holy Cities of Arabia between 1183 and 1217, 
mentions in his diary utruj amongst the fruits found on 
the markets and in tte shops of Mecca.*® 

In Palestine and Syria, Shams ed-Din Abu' Abdallah 
Mohammed Ahmed al-Bashaii, a native of Jerusalem and 
therefore commonly known as Muqadassi (i.e. the Jeru¬ 
salemite), a traveller through many countries, whose 
“ Description of the Lands of Islam ” is considered the 
most original among the more important Arabic 
geographies of the middle ages, mentions the ufru;—some 
manuscripts read urnmy—and ndranj among the articles 
of commerce of these countries.® Some sixty years later 
(1047) the Persian poet and traveller Nasir-i-Khiisraw 
published the Sef^-f^ameh, or "Treatise of Travel,” in 
which he relates in detail ^ that befell him and all he 
saw on his journey from Merv in Khoxassan across Persia, 
Iraq, and Asia Minor to Aleppo, Jerusalem, Mecca, and 
Cairo. Outside Tripoli on the Syrian coast, he found the 
countryside covered with large fields of sugarone and 
with groves of ndran; (sour oranges), turunj (possibly 
sweet oranges, as suggested by Ch. Schefer, the French 
editor and translaror of the book), bananas, and laimtt

(lemons);®' and che Paleitiman «a-port of Caesarea he 
describes as “a fine city, with running waters and palm- 
groves. and iwron; (sour orange) and rurun; (sweet 
oranre?) trees" Au anonymous Christian pilgrim who, 
if is Relieved, visited Palestine before the y»t 1187, says 
that in that coumiy “ there are lemon trees, whose fmit is 
acid, and ocher trees which bear fruit called Adam's apple 
(« the shaddock) wheron the marks of Adam’s teeth may 
l)c right plainly seen . . . There are also cedar trees 
(s citron trees) which l>ear a great fruit, as big as a mans 
head, but somewhat obloug , . . And you must know 
that the cedar of Lebanon is an exceedingly tall tree, but 
bears no fruit; but the cedar of the sea-coast is small, and 
Iwars fruit.*'On the 10th of September, 1191, Richard 
Coe«r-de*Lion’s army of English crusaders, who three 
days previously had defeated the sultan Saladin at the 
battle of Arsuf, arrived at Jaffa, wheie they found the 
town in such a ruined state that they could not find 
lodgings in it. They, therefore, encamped outside the 
\vaJls in an olive garden where—in die words of Geoffrey 
de Vinsftuf, the ^lonlder of Richard’s Crusade^" d)cy 
refreshed themselves with abundance of fruits, figs, grapes, 
pomegranates, and citrons, produced by the country 
around/'®’ The absence of any reference to oranges or 
lemons may be either due to Geoffrey de Vinsauf using 
the term “citron” for dtrus fruits generally, or, more 
probably I think, to the face that in Palestine citrons are 
che only citrus fruits tliat are mature early in September, 
whilst lemom and shaddocks are not sufnciencly ripe for 
use until a month, and oranges nor until two months, later. 

The passage quoted above from the Anonymous Pilgrim 
was incorporated, a few decades later, by Jacques de Vitcy 
in the account of the fruits of Palestine which be included 
in his “ History of the Crusades.” A parish priest in 
Argenteuil, an unirr^itant township in che north of 
France, Jacques de Viiry had, by preaching the Crusade 
against the Alblgenses, won both nocorie^ and an in¬ 
fluence which he decided to devote entirely to the recovery 
of the Holy Sepulchre. Appointed Bishop of Acco (Acre)

The natives dwell in a small pettah situated 
some hnndred yards from the fort. In the OfK 
pouce direction are the lines of the apahia, a 
battalicm at whoa is always staticced here. 
The bouses of the officers genefslly stand oc 
the glacis two or three exceptions eewift 
of the coenmandant's house and socle piddic 
buildiogs within the walls. 

At the period to whi^ this little anecdote 
refen, romours wme abroad that a Findarrie 
ims banging about the ntighbouihcgd; 
^ & nin-idwsM <ai^ 
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which are big round oranges." Of this same garden 
the Endish traveller Henry Maundrell, who saw it 
exaaly afry years later, left the following description: 
" It contains a large quadrangular plat of ground, cfl^'ided 
into sixteen lesser squares, four in a row, with walks 
between them. The walks arc shaded with orange trees, 
of a large spreading size, and all of so fmc a growth both 
for stem and head, that one cannot imagine anything more 
perfect in this kind. They were, at the time >v[ictt wc were 
there, as it were, gilded with fruit, hanging thicker upon 
them than ever I saw apples in England- Evciy one of the 
sixteen lesser squares in ilic Garden was border'd with 
stone; and in the sione*work wei'c troughs very arriiicially 
contriv’d, for conveying the water all over* the Garden: 
there being little outlets cut at every tree, for the stream, 
as it pass’d by, to flow out, and water it. Were this place 
under the cultivation of an English gardener, it is impos¬ 
sible any thing could be more oelighcful. But the 
HesperiJes were put to no better use, when we saw them, 
than serve as a fold for sheep and goats: insomuch that 
in many places they were up to the knees in dirt. On the 
East side of this Garden were two terrace walks rising one 
above the other, each of them having an ascent to it of 
twelve steps. They bad both several noe spreading orange 
trees upon them, to make shades in proper places. And 
at the north end they led into booths, an4 summer-houses, 
and other apartments very deUghtful, this place being 
design’d by Foocardine for the chief seat of huj 
pleasure," 

In 1673 the padre Anthony Gonzales wrote that in the 
Levant "citrons and lemons were cheaper than ordinary 
apples in our country, practically every dish being adorned 
with them ... In Oilabria I saw very fine citrons weigh¬ 
ing several pounds apiece, but those at Tripoli, in Syria, 
are still bigger, as big as ordinary melons, so that I dare 
not stale their wei^t ^nce it would sound incredible.” 
As 10 oranges, " althou^ Italy has an overabundance of 
orange trees, yet in the East and in Egypt the oranges are 
incomparably more numerous, better, and bigger; there 
is hardly a garden, no matter how smaU it mw be, without 
its orange tree, in some gardens even the hedges being

made of them."^ A few years later (J682), the Dutch 
painter Cornclis de Bruyn describes and illusiraies some 
giant “ Biiddha*hand ” type of citrons from Gaza, one of 
which was “ac least fooneen inches long and five and 
three-quarter inches in diameter” ; ’•* he also mentions the 
“large number of gardens and the many orange trees of 
Sidon.” 'w 

In regard to Egypt, we have already dealt with the 
wferences to the culture of citrus fruits in Mas'lldi's 
*' Golden Meadows ” of the middle of the tenth century. 
Much more definite and precise is the information provided 
by the Badidad physician Muwaffaq ed-Din Abd el-LaiJf 
ben Ytisut (I160-1231) in the first chapter of his “ Descrip¬ 
tion of Egypt : “Of the sout fruits {hamidh4t} there are 
to be found in Egypt many different kinds which I have 
never seen in Iraq. Among these are the big citrons, the 
like are hardly to be met with in Baghdad, aa well as the 
sweet citron, which contains no acidity at all. Amongst 
the fruits peculiar to Egypt one must also count the lemons 
that are called compound, of which there are several 
varieties some of xhem as big as a watermelon; also 
another kind of lemon called or “scaled,” 

which is of a very dark and more lively red colour chan 
the uilrfinj, perfectly round, slighdy Battened above and 
below as if one had crushed it by Ac fordble impiession 
of a seal up it . . . Some dirons contain within them 
another citron complete with its yellow peel ... 1 have 
seen similar ones in the Ghor (a the deep rift of the 
Jordan and the Dead Sea valley, in Palestine). It is in the 
sour citron that this inner citron is to be found. These 
different forms enter into combinations with each other, 
and this lesulfs in an infinite number of varieties.’*The 
sour citron containing another smaller citron within it is 
obviously a fruit presenting the peculiar malformation 
which American orange growers call “ navel ”; the 
“ compound lemon ” is already found mentioned in Ibn 
el-Jamiya, who defines it as the tree obtained through

were discerolble. Guarded by bb observatloD, 
the whole party were aot alow in corroboretiDg 
tlie fact by the eTidence of th»r own seoaes i 
and a council of war being convened on the ^

The drum beat “ to arms,'* 'and the sipahis, 
already roueed, speedily obeyed the call.

The peaceable 
part of the inhabitants were quickly basCaung 
to tbe fort, and the sentries at the gate ware 
ready to close its heavy leaves when the last 
lingerer should hal^e passed.

He 
had expeneoced no improvecDeiit even when all 
around was tranquiUicyi and how wooki be 
now endure tbe excitesenC oeceuarily attendant 
00 the consequeoces of that actioo, which sbe 
veil knew would be construed into a military 
ofence? 

But when abe contemplated tboee cons^ 
qucnces, her sjMrit did not £dl; almost 
wondered at the calmneas and fortitude with 
which abe r^^arded that which ndgbt probably 
eot^ on them utter ruin. She knew enough 
of tbe regulations the service te be aware 
that, adoittiog the caae to be proved, there was 
but one sentence to be pronounced by a^)ouii> 
martial ajiimated by the moet favourable feel- 
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logs—IKralisal. An^ then, what would become 
of tb«in> desHcuta «b ihej were of resources? 
The very drcumslaoee under which they would 
Ia that case return to their native couBtr 7 > 
would wear an appearance of disgrace, which 
night afford some plea of justificadon (o the 
coldness of fneads, too wiUlog, alas ! to be cold 
when tbar^eodship is most* needed! Such a 
prospect was dreary enough, but, as she after¬ 
wards coafsssed, her heart was at that trying 
season strongly, strangefy supported. 

Long before the aaddpated visit of the Ad¬ 
jutant, Damley bad recovered coosciousness and 
even composure. His wife bad heard from his 
own lips the conversation between Ashton and 
Thompson, of which be bad been an auditor, 
and her hopes gathered strength as she listened. 
Daniley did not for a moment attempt to coo- 
ttal from her Ms coaTictioo that the harshest 
pFoceedlogs would immediately be insdtuied, 
and he ^ sadefied ^en she knew the whole, 
and her fortitude shrank not He was more— 
be foqpd coqA)R m i^er comfort 

Always make me aware of the real nature 
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of our po$ftiOD»* was aecostomad to saj. 
“ God gavo me to you a* your fdeod and he!p> 
mate, and ho» cao 1 be useful to you in either 
cbaracrer, if balf that I ought to koow ia, from 
mistaken coosideration, concealed from me f I 
might 08 well attempt to lead a person through 
a dangerous road blindfolded 

The Adjutant enlei^ the ball with a most 
reluctant step. Daroley vaa lying on a ranch, 
and Mrs. Damley rose co receive Iheir visitor. 
She hastened to relievo him from hie eml)ar> 
raufnent by assuring him of a welcome. We 
have expected you,'' slie said; ** you must do 
your duty, Mr. Percy; you are cotnc for 
Dam ley's sword." 

“ Such is the painful office that baa fallen to 
me in this unfortunate busiDess," replied Mr. 
Percy. ** Darnley, my good feUow, the whole 
regiment sympatblses with you, though we hav 
heard ootbiu^ but wbat (hat disgusring Thomp¬ 
son has tltought fit to ioanuate. We are quite 
satisfied that you have had great provocarion." 

Darnley and his wife tc^clier explained the 
whole matter. Precious psur!" saitf Mr. 

V«L. 11. u 
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Tetty, who had listened aiientively. Do not 

* be discouraged, Darnley; I don't apprebeud 
any uUimafg e»ii to yourself, whatever the im- 
cnediate result may be- To tell you the truth, 
old Bore is perfectly delighted that be has been 
able to lay his band on you. He and Ashton 
have been closeted over since parade this morn¬ 
ing, and the doctor was sent for previously to 
the breaking up of the conference. They have 
flamed the charges together, of course, and 
cleverly framed they are T 
There was the j)reamble, as usual, for con* 
duct unbecomiiig the diaracter of aa officer and 
a geutlemao," e:tbibited in three instancee; first, 
in Dsmley’s having UDvananiably forced him* 
self CD the pesenee of Ckptain Ashton, by over¬ 
leaping a fence which separated their respective 
compound e, and remained there contrary to the 
express desire of Captaio Ashton ; secondly, in 
ham^, at the same time and place, without 
any pxDVDoadon, tbieateoed Captaio Ashton 
TfiA a fijht a du^; and, thirdly, 

is having Qfhtd to b'na ^ terms ** liar and 
wiA t^ber :dQle« wd abusire lap- 
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guagfr—the whole being in breach of the nr. 
tides of war. 

Such ii no outline of the charges, which 
Damlej reed over with a smile of pure, uomiaied 
contempt. Not that he was blind to the feet of 
the necessary seotence that must follow their 
betog proved; hut he disdained, with the deep> 
est scorn, the malignant bitcerDcss that had so 
striveD for his ruin, and shrunk ^om encountcN 
ing him where—had and lamentable as the fact 
is^a soldier believes all his personal grievances 
ought to meet redress. 

It would he idle to follow the thoughts of the 
suffering pair through all the maaes in which 
they deviated during the interval which sece^ 
sarily intervened bef<we the day of trial. Tn 
the aU*ab$orlnDg occupation of his mind, Dam* 
ley's bodily ackness was almost disregarded. 
True, be was feeble ai a child; but the pains 
that had once tortured every limb» bad for the 
present ceased, and so far he was in a state of 
conparadve ease. If ever woman was what 
God designed her to be—a he!J>oiate for man*- 
Mrs. Darnley was that woman. Unweaiied in 
• UZ 
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her attention, uotiriDg in bcr patience^ fibe Ii&* 
teoed vitb rendy ear to all the conjectures with 
which bis sickly miod occupied itself; she aided 
his weakness; by her erident fortitude she 
taught him resigitation; aod by the piety which 
was her best support at all times, and now felt 
indeed as a rock of defence, she was ensbled to 
trust Him “ who temperetli the wind to the 
shorn lamb,** and to contemplate the future 
without despair. 

And she had much to occupy her. There 
was one solitary point in which she could ask 
counsel of none but her o'Qi bosom; and long 
and frequent ware her comtauDings with that 
counsellor. To open to Dsrnley the secret with 
which her thoughts were occu{»ed, would hut 
iodict on bim an anxiety tenfold more cruel 
than her own, and force od her the task of 
lightening Au apprehensions whilst she had to 
eoml^tber own. Therefore, after much con- 
^decBd fa at^efter bria^g eroy faculty of her 
lidDd p> bear wpou tht subject—after having 
and l^bly eouj^tgjndance aud light 
ftKm ‘^tke faoatMq gf all wisden,'' she took 
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coura^, and did boldly that which sb? believed 
her highest duties called on her to do. 

Before the charges egatost Dsmley were re¬ 
turned frotn the AdjutanuGeneral's office to his 
regimental bead-quarten> a simple but' copious 
stacemeot of bis case bad been privately convey¬ 
ed to one who, whatever might be the flat of 
the court-martia], bad the approval or disap¬ 
proval of it in bia power. Tbe statement to^ 
a retrospective view of the dreadful state of 
bodily sufTeriog to which Captain Darcley had 
for so many months been a prey; it went on Co 
record various instances of annoyance on tlw 
part cpf Captain Ashton, which, though too 
skilfkiily coDtiived to be tangible^ were not ibe 
less likely Co irritate a high-feeliog mao, who 
WHS conscious of * their design and wrhbed be- 
neath their effects. It asserted, also, the hos¬ 
tility of Colonel Bore, his close alliance with 
Captain Ashton, and certain occurrences in 
which DOlhing but Captain Daroley’s inter¬ 
ference bad prevented the grossest violation of 
all dUdpUoe. Zt revealed the sysleig under 

which Doctor Thompson had acted — that, 

# 
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alarmed by (he erident daoger of CaroUy, be 
had volunteered to give him a ^ck-certidcate to 
England; ^at, so far from improving, Captun 
Darnley had daily become worse, up to the 
very eveoing when the events occurred on 
which the chargee preferred against him 
had been framed. It disclosed the (ergiTer* 
aation maoifeeted on that eveoiog by Doctor 
Thompson, which had naturally tended to 
irritate Captain Darol^ to excess. It then 
went oe to relate without comment, verbatim, 
the coQversadon overheard by Darnley be- 
tweeo Captain Ashton and Doctor Thompson, 
when l^aley, irritated to frenzy by sucb 
palpable demonstration of the evil induence 
that was at work against bini, was impelled to 
diat unfortunate violence which bad reduced 
Idm to hia jM^esent dmigercus predicament. 

" If the opinion of a man’s fellows,” thus it 
cc«dl&&d, “ be satisfactory evidence of his 
charaCtat, ^eo let all Dhroley’s brother ofEcers 
be tfdlwl on to bear *i%eord. Ask of them 
itbetb^ be be B0t (Sf ooaf;^:e as noble as eve 
iSfflafed ^ p^ eS a£|car aitd gmtiemao. 
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yet of heart geotle to the lowest aoJ weakest f 
Ask of them whether his iotegritj stud not 
M so proud a basis, that his word alooe 
suflident to authenticate any fact for whidi be 
pledges it? Ask of then, whether, although 
he insist on subordination to the utmost, he be 
not the unwearied friend of every s^dier under 
him; the patient iovestigator of tbesr claims 
the merciftd instructor of thdr ignorance 
the most honourable geotlemas, tbe most up* 
right man, the truest of friends, the most io^ 
dulgeot of masters, and ah 1 the tenderest of 
husbands! What mighty provocation must 
that have been which could rouee so brave and 
gentle a spirit to the cootmlssoo of the violence 
of wbkcb he stands accused i Ami wbat, after 
all, was that violence? Exists there a mao, 
who, under aucb an outrage, would have dooe 
less than brand the perpetrators of it with 
names eu^ as well befitted them ? Were they 
less black tbao be ^bat^ed them with bnng ? 
And althoogb, tp r^l sucb charges, men of 
honour hourly peril tbdr hves, with tb^ofieoce 
of provoking them to such an act be caaiK4 be 
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charged; for hie accusers hare borne more than 
this, aod atU) they aod their enemies remain 
unscathed r They have borne the withering 
BarcaaiP, and the bitter taunt, until it has be¬ 
come faodliar to their ears; and the first wound 
they hare affected to feel on their honour, has 
been inflicted at the precise moment when they 
had power to skreen themselres behind the 
military law, and vindicate their injured re- 
putation by brioging ruin on their opponent, 
fpr that which, after all, amounts (o do more 
than a breach of nilitary etiquette 
The day of trial arrived, and Daniley, the 
pnsotM^ was carried from his palankeen into 
the presence of the Court. Won] and attenu¬ 
ated as he was, palid aod changed, his calm 
and coopased eye bore evidence that all was at 
peace within. Many a one of the members 
of that Court looked oA him with ^ty aod 
respect Daroley was so ^ell known for all 
ibaC soldims love as brigl^test sod best, and 
fhe miemafltances of his case came so home to 
men’s J^o^neas, and bosoms, that it roust be 
avDved OOBOOdation wh hardly prepared to 
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consider the fact imp&rtially. CAplaio AahtCMi^ 
moreover^ tres wbatis UclimcaUy cabled in the 
army, a marked man: apor^y he had indeed» 
for he had intereat; and tlme^rvers and eyco 
pbaots, the servile and seilieh, are to be found 
everywhere. But it had been emphatically ob¬ 
served of him, by one well calculated to judge^ 
‘‘ He had brothers and sisters^ kineoei) and 
wife^ but be was the friend of no man, and no 
man was hU fnend.^’ Men felt that they could 
have no sympathy with one who stood aloof 
from them in cold solitariness; and whether he 
were loved or respected the least, it might have 
embarraesed the profoundcst metaphyridoo to 
determine. 

It is not intended in this place Co paint afl 
the forms of the proceedings. The Judge- 
Advocate-Gcneral wae a man well billed in aU 
the routine of his department, and everything, 
as might be expected^ was regular even to the 
letter. The trial occupied but a few houra 
Darnley's defence was read by the Judge- 
Advocate, and die sensation with which it was 
received, proved the force of the nuAly plaits

DM* with vbtcb the facte were recorded as tbej 
stood. The Court adjourned uotil the follow* 
ing da7> vfaeti thej agda assembled to record 
the seDtence, aod wit&ess the signiog and sealing 
of the proeeediiigs. 

When else trial was absolutely Bnished,— 
when Dsrnlej knew that so far bis fate was 
decided,—he resigned bimsalf to patient expeo- 
tatmi of the return from the Commanderjit. 
Chief. He felt that if he had hazarded the pro* 
riaion for his own exJstepce,—and for that of 
the wife fax dstfer to bim than life,—he had 
now dona hie atmost to redeem hU error. 
Soae^net^ afcdnugh be felr his patience 
bad been tried beyond the liioite of man's en¬ 
durance, be lo^^ OQ the ’paJe cheek of that be- 
Jored being once so fair, and repented in bitter* 
ness tbai be bad gi?en bla aaen; this advantage 
over him. But of coosoladoo, 

eivayaiaady tooHDUtsrtohiswouQds; soothed 
^ sngidi^ of bis renom, and awakened him 
to b<^ Tes,—to a bigbet and better f»pe 
than any the fi«ij world, with all its glorious 
pageentfy, eaa that hope from 
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which ihe had gathered strength to support her, 
when poor body that enahrined her epirit, 
aeemed debilitated to that pitiable we^nesafor 
which there ia rest only in the grave. 

The proceediDgs returned, and a Division 
Order commanded the attendance of the general 
siaF^ of the commanding officers and staiT of the 
station, and of the commaoding officer, staff, 
aod all other Duropaan comadasioned officers of 
Darolej’a regiment, at eleven A. H. on the fbU 
lowing morning. The whole place was in cocn- 
motion. Horses, buggies, palankeeDS, all were 
put in requidcionAnd there was the hurrying 
to and fro, ae of men bent on an important ob- 
ject,^after ell, the inquiry perhaps of the 
Athemao^—Is there any new thing?''— 
Whispers began to be in circuladm, emanating 
from somebody who had been fortunate enough 
to obtain a sight of the important despatches. 
In short, many hearts beat more strongly than 
those of the dek prisoner and bis wife \ and other 
breasts, perhaps, trembled with more fearful 
apprebensioDS than those of that afflicted pair. 

On the following day, all who bad been sutD' 
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I7)»ned> attended at the head^quaiters of the 
division. There vaa a splendid displaj of the 
**pomp acki circumstance" of milltarj decora- 
tioo. There was the scarlet and the gold and 
the embroidery; and the rattliog of strords, 
acd of spurred'heels; and the glitter of helmets 
^th their ivaving plumes. And Darnley was 
there too^ arrayed tD bia gorgeous trappings,— 
but without that sword which had done so much 
good serHce againat the foes of bis country,— 
wkhout (hat sword which perhaps was to be 
restored to hiio no more. 

Tbe fiodiog at tbe Court waa reed, pronoun.- 
dog the prisoner gwlty of every mstaoce of the 
obarge, atve and except tbe voids In tbe pre« 
ambledescifbing his conduct as ''unbecoming 
the character of an officer and a gentleman,*^ 
aid also tbe words without pfovocation,'" in 
da aecc^ instance. The sentence of course 
mu dinnieml, but'' under the dreumsmoees of 
the ebeument wnt on to state, “ tbo 

CmiLl Mt Jutified ia eanesUy recommending 
the'|KnoHrto tb« Mttfoi oonddotton His 

ref^eotfsUy to oell 
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the attention of Hie Excellency to the long and 
painful illnees under wbicb Captain Darotey 
had previously been labouring,—an illness which 
up to the present moment exerted ite distress 
ing induence>--^n illness which bis own medi. 
cal attendant had pronounced incurable io this 
country,^and as a remedy for which, that very 
medical'attindent,AagistaDMurgeoD Thompson, 
had himself prescribed a return to Europe. 
The Court begged strongly to remark oq the 
evidence given by that officer, being, ae be was, 
the uogle witness subpcenaed in support of the 
prosecution ^-^alsoon the framing of the charge, 
which had been so constructed as to remove 
Jrom aaaistaot.surgeon Thompson, theappoar- 
aoce of being oee of the partiea against whom 
Captain Dandey's uoftn^unately violent expree* 
sions had been directed. The Court having 
evidence to the fact, which, indeed, the prison* 
er had not denied, ware bound by their oath to 
find him 'guilty/ and to record sentence of 
dUmissal accordingly. But viewing tbe aggra. 
vated nature of the provocation,—being no less 
than a CMivlction that be had been dduded in 
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the hap«B extended by tbe 7ery man who had 
appeared on bis trial as evidence against hini 4 *^ 
the Court felt it their high and imperative duty 
earnestly to repeat tlieir recommendation of 
Captain Darnley'to tbe must favourable con»- 
deratioQ of His £xcell«ncj the Comii]aader4n- 
Chief> t)iat a valuable and greatly respected 
officer rnight not be lost to the Company’s ser¬ 
vice, for &o offience which, grave as it might be 
JQ its military character. Involved not the slight¬ 
est tabt of moral turpitude* The Court, there¬ 
fore, relying on the knovo, &c. Ssc. Sso." 

Aod then came the remarks of the Command. 
elHB-Cbief, Gommendog, accordiog to the formal 
toutfoe, with His £xcelieocy’s disapproval.— 

The very fiodiDg,.it sdd^i^ght to have guided

die Court to prononoce a lees severe pnnisb men i i 
siace they had exooerated the prisoner from 
conduct uobecomifig the character of aa officer 
aBd»ipntl6man,''-^dhad also founded their 
mesBtoKUtion o£ his «ase to ths favourable 
oodddeatioD Exoebsncy, cfi (be grouods 
o£ the ezumsarprovnoa^a that bid led Captain 
Darqi^tt so aa aj^rasaon of his feel- 
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iogs, as had ucfortunalelj placed him io jeo¬ 
pardy/ Much as the Com aiander-in< Chief 
meated Che intetaperaace of CapCaui 

Damley had been guilty, His £!sceIieQcy con¬ 
curred with the Court in pronouncing the pr^ 
vocation extreme ;'^indecd be had satisfaction 
io beaiiog his testimony Co its b^og aliogether 
unprecedeoted lo the course of his asperieDce. 
He congratulated Captain Poinley on tbe almost 
ucaoimous testixnooy his brother officers bad so 
nobly bor&e to bis high and nnimpeachabk in¬ 
tegrity. The Commandcr-in-Chief expressed 
his satiafacdoo io being able to restore to their 
fellowship an officer so greatly, and—so far aa 
he could be guided by the records now submit¬ 
ted to hia)~« deseii^dly beloved. He direct¬ 
ed^ in conclusion, that Captain Damley should 
be released from arresti and return to hia duly 
forthwith. 

Scarcely did the impatient audience allow the 
sonorous voice of the Assistant Adjutant-Gene¬ 
ral to subude into its concluding pause, before, 
forgetful of the etiquette of the meeting, hands 
were extended to grasp Damley's, afid eyes 
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were Wming with congratulation aod delightj 
and whispered praises were buliog bis resto> 
ration to hie proper place. The lips of many 
a brare man trembled then with emotions such 
as sterner natures blush to display; and poor 
‘Damley, weak in body, oTerwhelmed with the 
sudden rush of feeliogs, with the untameable 
seal of the fiery spirits of his band of devoted 
^eode, oppressed by the effusion of fricadsbip 
and applause that would cot be restrained, co¬ 
vered his face, and wept aloud. 

The meeting dissolved, and surrounded by 
a galUjic caeakede, the palnUeea of Damley 
passed swlAly down the line of the CaDtoo- 
ment They arrived at his door, and his 
happy friends parted with him there, for they 
knew well vko was awaiting with fear and trem¬ 
bling, within bis home. 

It was a mnuent of deep joy,—Damley felt 
that its peculiar cbancter singled it out from ail 
other mmaents of bis Me, wbeu he clasped io 
bia trm dw beiag who bad bees etoed from 
nttes destittUioi], aad who now, Ibokiag in his 
face, ejlcbdraed me read it 
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aJl Mere. You are aC4^uitted, aod triumphant i 
I am sure you are." 

And ho confirmed the blissful sssuraoco, and 
detailed, $o far as his agitation would permit, 
the occurrences of the morning. And be tasted 
yet another honey*dcop in the cup of that day's 
bliss; for He learned (hen, for the first time, the 
effort on which she, io the depth of her «ife-Uke 
derotion, had ventured, uoasaiated by advice or 
rnffuence; and he rejoiced the more, to think 
that, in part at leaat, be owed the preservation 
of his professional reputation to the firmness of 
(he gentlest being that ever emoocliod the piU 
low of uckness. 

Id the Division Orders of that day, th^ 
appeared an Extract from General Orde)'S>TO* 
moving Colonel Bore from the cominand of 
Daroley's regiment; and, almost at the same 
hour, Mr. Percy vlntsd the happy pair to 
tify that Aebtoo and Thompson had both been 
placed in arrest, and that charges against them, 
framed at the Presidency, had actually arrived 
by the Dik which conveyed Daigley's ac* 
(^uittaL 
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ThsC wai a ^ay of loud revelry at the Mess. 
It was pot what is called a public day, but 
every officer brought so mapy friends with him, 
that it seemed as if the whole CantoDment had 
gatbored there to celebrate a festival. Many a 
health was quaffed to Damley and his wife, 
and loud and long were the encomiucns lavished 
GO them. They enjoyed a deeper and holier 
thankfulness in the quiet of their own home,'-* 
happy in their prospenty, as they had been re- 
agned beoeatb' their trial. 

Danley weqi to the Presidency so V>on as 
hie evkleoce had hew given on tbe trials of 
Ci^^tain Ashton and Doctor Thompson. In¬ 
deed,'Udr conapfrscy had already been auffi- 
deody proved in the former investigattoB, aod 
fora only rendered the repetition of it nece^ 
aary. Damley ami bis wife felt no triumph 
vbaa they knew that tbdr adv^saries were di^ 
gnuad and nuoed. The moment of their own 
r e et ofd wi to hapja&ea bad been that of fbr- 
And veiy shortly Jodia, with all its 
train ofgmerowaBd seffering and gaudy misery, 
'riiMe bib in « akdston dr e no i i d in gUtteriog 
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ro1>es, becarae to thexo b» a land viewed id the 
Ttsione of the night. For Deroley at the Fre> 
sidency procured the certjliaate that enabled 
him to return to his father4andf and he quit¬ 
ted it no more. By representations in the pro¬ 
per quarter, and the kindnesa of a friend, be 
realised an income abundantly suffdent to 
afibrd him and the beloved of bis heart every 
comfort, and some of the few luxuries that 
tempted their moderate wishes. In one of the

People who anticipate death, generaU^ be* 
take them selves to making a vrill 1, the writer 
of this document, being under the ioduence of 
that erpeciation, do declare that I abstain from 
such testamentary disposal of my eeutea, from 
the mere circumstance of having none to be> 
queath. In place of them I desire to give the 
benefit of env experience to my heirs, that they 
may be attracted to, or warned from, a similar 
dedication of their time, accordingly as they 
are capable, or otherwise, of receiving to their 
bosoms stem and unpalatable truths, instead 
of vain but delightful delusions. These bM' 
morauda of my career will, in my judgoseot, 
exculpate me from the charge of having di& 
regarded opportunities of accumulating wealth, 
or having squandered it when accumulated, in 
the view of every candid mind, If any such there 
be atnorigst a crowd of disappointed hdra.

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“ I am a Cadet of 1806. Mj Ensiga'a cotn- 
missiOQ beara the date of the following year. 
Iq the dutumn of that year I quitted England, 
and landed in India in tlie early pert of 1808. 

^ I aKertaioed, on airiviog at the Freddency, 
that I was to proceed immediately to the 
Cadet'e quarlera at Cuddalore; that a tent 
would be fumiihed me by GoTemmcnt, and 
that the sum total of my pay and allowancee 
would be thirty-two pegodas monthly, twelre 
pagodas being deducted aa rent for the quarters 
which would be allotted me. My tent, accord* 
iDg to regulatione, was shared with another 
Cadet i and from our mexperieoce of what was 
really oeceesary, we departed with twice the 
requisite quantity of baggage and of attend^ 
ance. 

**Tbe year at Cuddalore was spent by me 
as it was by others, in more than a eufScient 
quamdty of drills, disobedience, riots, imprison, 
ments, mid, I r^et to say, drunVeoness. Shut 
oat from all society, with none who cared for 
wa iA aught .hyd ^ iMbM *S aulitary duty 
■ ■^ bo Mr MtdM lokhog, nd (he majority, 
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unfledged bojs of fifteect following tbdr gu^y' 
ADCo^iotroducing wine end Hquors, rather 
beeauee it was contrary to reguladoos, than 
^reeable to our taaU^our ticae pa&aed away 
in pursuits not only trifling but mischievous. 
If ever one act of wisdom has been performed 
by the Indian authorities, it is the ebclidon of 
this apprenticesbip to all that is least likely to 
dignify the military life. 

“ At the aspiration of my term of probadoo, 
I was posted to (be 81 st lUgioieDt aa third 
Eodgo, and proceeded to the Preadeocy to 
join my corps. > 

*'Tbis occurred in that year so memorable 
to the Madras army, 1809. 1 am not about to 
rater in this place on a detml of the grievancee 
that drove us—for I was of tba mutineers— 
to eitreroltlea. May the wiser heads of the 
present generation avert, by coDCSSsion and a 
proper regard for the soldier's interest, any 
peridoT) of that dangerous conjuncture! It 
should begin to be understood that an esa^ 
perated aroy^but I will not anticipate. Time 
will unfold all that is as yet hiddeff in its 
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nt«ad pages. Suffice it that, after retnaiuing 
t«Q months at the Presideacy, the numerous 
band of officers found to be intractable were 
dispersed at diffieieot stations, and I, with many 
others, was ordered to Sadras. 

** Three months we remained there in the un¬ 
utterable bliss of idleness, and ezemption from 
all military duty. My soul looks back on that 
short period with ioeffable delight. There we 
were in the aadsftctory consdousness of bdng 
engaged in a noble struggle for our rights, 
which dignified our inoccupation, aud removed 
fran our minds that unpleasant seusation of 
unimportaoca aod>inutHity which complete in- 
dcdence is apt to induce. Those blissful three 
months, however, expired at length, and we 
were ordered to Madras to sign the teat, which 
was to restore us to the * occupation thar had 
g«e.’ 

** One month sufficed for our abode b that 
oaptal city of doliMas, prodigality, self eon* 
aeqaenee, and ignortmcc, and we emnmenced a 
march io Syderabad i^pleasantaet of all mili. 
tuy ti5i<ita> with radecy «ough to give rest

to enjoyment^ b soactj con«tentJy /]uetUACing> 
and iVom its nuoierical strength* possessing 
capabilities of sofftcienC amusemenU Happily 
floated away* on gay pinions* the year of my 
youth which there rose and wared i It was 
a moment of bitter r^rec when the order ar* 
Hved, recnewieg me to the ocher battalion* and 
directing me to proceed forthwith to its head* 
quarters at Wal!ahjshb&d. 

During this year I had been promoted so 
the rank of Lieutenant, and nf course arrived 
at a higher gradation of pay* my Additional 
rank potting roe in the immediate receipt of 
one hnndrid and ninety’Six rupees monthly;— 
a splendid income, as must be apparent to all 
those who wiU lake the trouble Co calculate the 
inevitable expenditure consequent on the mtlU 
cary life io India, the frequency of cny removal 
from stadon to station, the expense of march-, 
ing, and the inordinate price demanded for 
those European articles* both of dress and pro* 
viaoo, wbi^ my profession in the one insCa&ce* 
and my health in the other, imperatively d^ 
manded!

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After fi fn&rch of 8{:t weeks I arrived at 
WalJahjahbad, aod was foiniediately detached 
to Poonamallee, forty miles from head-quarters. 
There 1 eojoyed six months of health and 
quiet i at the end of which period I rejoined 
the regiioeot, then under ordure to march to 
Madras. 

My corps had keea one of the most promU 
neot 10 the agitations that had lately alarmed 
the Government; and it was suffering the usual 
effects of the indignation of petty tyrants. It 
was removed capriciously from station to sta¬ 
tion; a system which obviously could have but 
one design and teodeocy—to harass qnd * breai 
the spiriti' as they called it, both of officers 
and men. We had not been five months at 
the Pretideocy before ve were ordered to re> 
tum to Wallahjahbad; and short as the dis¬ 
tance iS) the changing of quarters can never be 
effected vitiiout expease and discomfort. If 
it be an axiom that military men should be 
kept poor,, no systam' on earth is better cal* 
cttlcfed to.reod^ ^ than frequent r^ 
Kovals. After tiz montka* bale (for I cannot 
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.cali it abode) at Wailahjahbsd^ we were re> 
mored to Ttichinopolj. The bead-quarters of 
the regiment were atationed there during two 
yeora and a half: of that period 1 passed six 
weeks on detachment at Diodigul, and eighteen 
moittlis at Sankerry Droog, where 1 had some 
opportunity of recruiting my dnances in the 
obacurity of its profound retirement. We 
marched next to Bangalore. 

“Two months had not elapsed from ourar- 
riral at that celebrated station, when his Ex> 
cellency the Cominaitder>in.Chief and bia staff 
arrired there. Amongst the military exhibldons 
usual on these occasions, a suddeu aod unex¬ 
pected order was issued, that roy re/^ment 
should parade for the purpose of being in¬ 
spected, It parad$4 accordingly; but from 
some inattention or thoughtlessness on the part 
either of the comnaudant or the adjutant, the 
men appeared in old clothing, although the 
new for the current year had been Issued some 
time. Doubtless this was a negligence, and 
one which a bigh-minded military man would 
pot have visited with very high dis^easure.

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Bu^ in (he dyes of a martinet, more di&rin- 
gui$hed for the deure of Caking a prominent 
r6le titan for Ul^t to sustain it, it ^ras an 
offence of the deepest dye^vand to be via ted 
vitb punisbmeDt accordingly. lo the ne:^c 
day's orderly-book, ve found curse Wes under 
orders to proceed forthwith to Seringnpataui, 
a measure unprecedented in the annals of mili- 
tary bisCory in India, at a season of profound 
peace. We had not, as 1 have stated, been 
two months at Bangalore ; every other corps, 
in the usual coarse of thlogs, was supposed 
to be for remoTol before our tour could occur. 
Every feeling of common Justice opposed tbc 
paltry tyranny. Moreover, it was sending our 
men to the very scene of conflict in which, in 
the memorable ISOO, they had encountered the 
party of dragoons and the Mysore horse. 
Every bad feeling was likely to be mused by 
their pmximity.to the fatal plun. But the 
Tindicdve dedre of revenging^'dther past errors 
or pceaent Diligence, ov^came coosideralioos 
of prudmM aad and with burning hearts

m&a and oflicers soon found tb^iselvea can¬ 
toned in the pestilent climate of Seriogapatam. 

*‘Four month a had not elapsed when 1 was 
attacked with the dangerous fever peculiar to 
the place, and was eent the aurgeoo lo Ban¬ 
galore. I remaioed there two months j but my 
illoees augmented so much, and the symptoms 
were becoming so formidable, that it was deem¬ 
ed necessary to give me a certificate for Burope 
as the only chance of preserving my life. 

*' After nearly eight years' service, after having 
traversed so many thousand miles in UitUsi fa¬ 
tigue, with all my military ardour damped by 
inglorious repose from arms, liaviog never en¬ 
joyed an income exceeding two hundred a yeai^, 
I found myself on the eve of embarking for 
my native land, under circumstances of most 
V painful urgency, with no resources except the 
pittance allowed by the Gbveroment, and the 
noble addition furnished by one of the finest 
institutions in the world, the Military Fund. 
From the former 1 received fifteen hundred 
rupees, as passage money; from th« latter. 
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four hSadred jup«s for equipoieot; from the 
(?«vroni«nt nine(y4vo pounds* per'annum ip 
fil^and; from the Fund, an addition vhich 
augmei^ed my Income to one hundred and 
forty pounds. But even with this addition, 
msg;nificeht as it Is on the pert of the Fund, 
how small were the comforts a rck man wea 
able to procure! My malady was of that na¬ 
ture which rendered medical aid indispensabJe, 
and no luxury in the world is more expensive. 
A poor gentleman, of all others, can least afibrd 
to be ill. The Company lend no al^ to that 
unfortunate porden of their servant who axe 
so situated, beyond the pittance of ibe net pay 
of their rank. Here is no institutioR to aBbrd 
that pTofessioDal advice and assistance which 
is abeolutely essential; and it Is in tbis point 
(hat a Company's officer is likely to contrast 
bis atua^Q viih Ibat of his brethren of the 
Slag’s sereica with tbe least pleasurable feel, 
logs. For myself, I cc^kellol to become 
a pen^ooer on my own family during the 

* Nci^iane^d toow hundred uii ten pounds, or 
tbereabouta, I teliera 
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greater portion of my leadenco at hoin^ vKi^ 
was prolonged by permission, fKffa uoavoid^ble 
drcumsUQces, to a period exceeding foot 
years. 

** Early in October 18S0,1 reviriled the In- 
cban shore, recovered certainly, but with a coo- 
etitutioD considerably enfeebled. I rejoined 
my corps at Chlttledroog, and was imosediately 
detached to Hurrybur, on the banks of the 
Toongabudra. After a sojourn there of two 
months, I returned to head-quarters, and found 
the regiment had proceeded on route to Nag- 
pore, intending to belt at BcUary. I had 
acaredy arrived there, and gjven up oj .detach- 
ment, when from augmeatetioa and amog^ 
meote io the army, which It is not neoesaary 
to discuss here, I was removed to the 164th. 

** The 164th was then under orders to can ton 
at Bellarj, and I found iM! coenmaoding officer 
there awaiting its arrival. I succeeded in ob- 
tainiog his permission to rem^n, and, through 
him, that of the officer eoinmanding the gar¬ 
rison. 1 procured quarters acwrdingly, and • 
made myaclf as snug as circamstancea allowed. 

V 
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I had ecarccl; had a week's enjoymeot of my 
cocnforta» when 1 was surprised by a from 
my commacdaDt, whose object was to oominu> 
o;cate bis vary una)(pactad revocaHoo of bis 
former leave, and his desire that I would pro- 
oaad forthwith, and j<»n my regimeot on its 
route. All remonstrance was vein; capricious 
he was, and obstinate withal, and roesoning had 
as little ioflueoce on him as persuasioo. \ had 
no nlternstCive; and with greater reluctance than 
I had ever f^t on an occasion of march) og, 1 
made my preparations for this enforced and 
moat useleas jeurady. 

1 proceeded with all the tingeriog delay cha. 
racteristic of acdons forced upon the wilL Iq 
process of time, I found myself ten mUes from 
Wallahjabbad, which the I64th bad not yet 
(quitted. My avemoa tp ^oui amounting to 
absdute repuguonc^ I baaarded disobedience 
to otders, and directed my steps to the Presi- 
deucy. I remsa&ed there ^few days ooly 
aod proceeded to Wttshjabbad, being in poa- 
• sesdoQ ^ tbe ^uslligence that the regiment had 
marched during that btervab I immediately 
fc4]owed w ita wake, aod at Cbittoor nearly 
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overtook it But here t- recdved fnteUigence 
which eotircly removed aoy eli^t latention I 
might have bad of joiniog •, 1 heard (bat sick¬ 
ness had broken out amongst the sepoy9> and 
that it would be prudent to keep two ot' three 
marches in tiie rear. I followed this counsel 
very minutely, but this did not entirely ensure 
my safety. In crossiag the ghaut I had a 
sligiit attack, but, not befog much addicted to 
nervous alarms, 1 was fortunate eoough to 
suffer little, and for a short time only, I ar¬ 
rived in safety at Bellary, haviog jmned in the 
course of the two last marches, 

I had not been two months fn quarters when 
I,was removed, to the first battalion, then sta¬ 
tioned at Berbampore, in Orissa. I reached 
head-quarters fn January 1823, and was shortly 
detached to Kcmidee. ] remained five months; 
and, after a fortoight*s interval at Berbampore, 

I was again detached to Aska. There 2 had a 
year and a half of as monotonous ao existence as 
ever made man pronounce the hours of life to be 
' weary, stale, fiat, and uif^rofitablebut at the 
end of that period the monotony«was baoken by ‘ 
s^er of the most severe and distressing nature. 

N $ 
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1 v&t removed immediately to Berliampore; but 
on recovering eutReiently, I effected my return 
to (he deuchmeor, hoding: nothing particularly 
delightful with the main body. The air of 
Aakiy however, was manifestly most hostile to 
me, and after a very few weeks I was com¬ 
pelled Bgaio to <;uit, and rejoin the head-quar- 
tera. As soon as possible I went to Ganjamj 
but ft was the very depth of the monsoon, and 
a measure indicative of little lees than mad¬ 
ness in my sUte of health at that time. An 
iron constitution bore'me through, however, if 
Dot unscathed, at least with life. I returned (o 
Berbampore, and tbenca on sick certificate to 
the Presidency. 

During the last three years, I liad had two 
additional commiauons; the first in 1822, giv¬ 
ing me the brevet rank of Captain; and the 
other in 1824, bestowing on me that rank hona- 
jSde, with all the additional pay and allowances 
tberdaoto bdoQgiag. *At the same period there 
was an ^ugGMitadon <rf pay through every 
taoi^ the ar^y, an^ I asceaded at once from 
• one hundred ai^ ninety to nearly four hundred 
avpaM mantbly-4ft wyjsbnaderable iuflux.of 
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prosperity, that io some loeBsure compeosated 
the serere disease tvhich >va$afBictiog me. 

** The severity of the fever was not mitigated 
by change of air. After a few mooths of trial, 
and perhaps of dangerous delay, a second voy¬ 
age to Europe was deemed necessary for me. 
But my elevadoQ to superior rack had ex* 
eluded me from any as^stance from Govern¬ 
ment, nod the prosecution of my voyage waa 
effected by (he aid of the Fund. lo England I 
received something leas than SOOf. per aoouiD, 
and of course, as far aa regarded medical aid, 
1 was in the same predicament precisely as 
during ny subslternship, and, in truth, found 
my finances so much within my expenditure, as 
to be compelled to return to India before the 
expiration of my furlough. 

“ I found my regiment at Nagpore. Unable 
to join during the monsoon, 1 asked and ob¬ 
tained leave to do duty with aacther corps. 
After the lapse of five months, I reached bead- 
quarters in the month of December, under the 
influence of as bright a sky and as cool aq air, 
at that season, as is to be foyod mthin (he 
tippics. After a residence of two years in 
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camp, v€ were agsin under orders to o^areb to 
the Northern Ciroare. Our route Uy through 
the famous Chao dab juDgle, aod an exceed- 
iogfy uofavourablo season again tried me to the 
utmost. 1 was left with a detach meat three 
marches from head^quartera, and lingered under 
an attack of fever during three months, when 
I was again sent to the coast. TI)e see air, 
io as genial a climate as this country a£brds, 
produced no beneficial effect, and I am again 
recommended tp return to England, with ao 
assurance, that to live in India will, in future, 
be impossible for me. 1 have been borne on 
the strength of the Company's army twenty- 
five years, and I have unavoidably been con^ 
pelled to pass seven years of that period in 
Europe; conseqaeotly, I have not served in 
India the prescribed period—twenty-two years, 
and am not entitled to the retiring pay of my 
rank, there being, to my knowledge, no ad- 
taisglW exception to this absolute rul& My 
half-pay will be granted to me, but with a 
broken oonstitution, how shall I eoust on the 
|»ttanco r I hare no funds, no fortune, to aid 
jna. * iegmot fo Ug I am ashamed P 
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EAH(3t;AO£ haa no power to describe the 
emotions which these words excite In the heart 
of the exile. The oatre-worn^the bereaved — 
the ' sick unto denth' rejoice In every pulse when 
they coteh the drat wliitper of this blessed hope. 
It telli of ten tboiiiand blessings that gladdened 
thetr early years, ten thousand tics from wJHch 
they have been severed—of health, of com* 
fort, of poace, and love. No I earth has no balm 
equal to the power of this hope io the healing of 
the wounds of the spirit^broken. 

And, ob ! to trace back, link by link, to the 
other extremity of the chain; and then to recall 
the different state of excitement which marked 
the wayfarer's embarkation on bis drst * coming 
outr Then ‘Hope shook her radiafft locks,' 
and earth seemed about to unluck her ehmeest 
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treaiury of honours and of bleeaaga. A long 
perspective of wealik end dietinctioD Uy before 
him. And there were other AoimatlD^; prospects 
too> less mercenary; the region to wbicb be 
was proceediDg, Uy before his eye clad in all 
the ccdours with which his young fancy had 
decked her. He thought of her gorgeous pa- 
Uces, end the rich array of her cobles and 
pnnceB»—of jewelled crest and scimitar radiant 
with the spoils of the diamond mine. He an* 
lidpated also the clear, deep streams which in. 
tereect the land ; the boundless landscapes the 
mountain wilderness; the forest-home of the 
kingly tiger; the varieties of animal creation ; 
the rich and gorgeous flowers; the luscious 
fruits; the inhabitants so singular in their story 
of immutable customs, of unproseljting super- 
edtion. What a lidi fund of legendary lore 
he would acquire from this curious people I 
HoT«oountdy be would observe their cu^ 
Mbs; ■boni | fce would mingle with them, and 
Matter tb^^eeds from which hereafter fruit 
ngte Ay, thm indeed bis heart heat 

gaily, aid jte poise throbbed with saddened 
icnpulsewlMQ be tamed ba^.bis thoughts .to 
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those he had quitted, to the /crests and the 
fields he had loved, it was but for a moment. 
He thought it *a sober cert^uty of waking 
bliss,' that he should return to add to their 
wealth, and to gladdeu them with the aniiounee- 
ment of his weli-eariied honours. 

And now, he has been long awakened from 
that young dream. He has passed, perchaneo, 
through years of toil and suAering, to return 
prematurely to the land of his youth. He has 
no riches to add to the prosperity of those beat 
loved; he has but a pittance eufficient to suitam 
his painful existence :-^d now his empty ho¬ 
nours * ere weighed in the balance, and found 
wanting.' Or perhape he is one of the pros, 
peroui. His constitution has received do severe 
injury. He has accumulated ample fortune, 
and he goes to realise some of the projects of 
his boyish days;—to purchase an estate Asre~ 
to build a house then — to befriend ihii indi¬ 
vidual^ to retaliate on that a whole catalogue 
of injuries, that choicest hoard of memory, of 
which she never loses one grain I But, alas'i 
the spring of heart that would hava exulted 
over this prosperity, is gone for everf Its 
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d«ad«ned pulse requires stronger exutement for 
enjojmeot. He has many cherisbed bftlnts to re¬ 
linquish ; be bes to acguirg tastes for the bnght* 
est and best inCeJlectual refinements of a society 
in the very height of (uvilisalioD ; and he lias the 
more difficult tsak of forgetting what haw been 
his habits. Oh> oof Goiog home is the only con¬ 
solation lef^, but even that cannot restore all that 
time and adverse circumstances have takeu away! 

Reflections of this nature, however, rarely 
disturb the niod during the voyage. When 
the wind blows freshly and fsdrly, and every 
momeat brings the vessel nearer to its port, the 
saddeal heart beats more cheerfully, and the 
pulse of the invalid becomes more healthy. 
The very children parlimpate in the joyousness 
around, soon forgetting, in tAdr season of sun¬ 
shine. that they have left aU most fondly in¬ 
terested for them, and are too frequently about 
to esperience the * tender mercies’ of strangers. 

tm. in almost every ship homettrd bound, 
there are many of these little passenger^ whom 
hard neceesi^ compels parents to send to Eng¬ 
land for^be benefit of education. This is a 
grievous subtrsotiOQ from the happiness of an 
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existence spent in India. Ko thioking parent 
can ever Ksigo bis child to guardians, however 
trusted, over whom he can exercise no sur« 
veil lance, without a pang of keen regret. In> 
deed, so painful is tlie triaf, that many mothers 
shrink from encountering i;, and keep their 
child in India to an age far more advanced than 
wisdom would deem prudent. Nowhere do 
cliildren imUibe improsaiona of the most lament¬ 
able kind sooner than in India. No caution 
can entirely prevent this evil, for at (his in¬ 
fantile ago they must necessarily be left much 
to the enre of Ayahs and other servaots none 
of whom have a senae of the necessity of avoid¬ 
ing anything the most revolting to an European 
mind, in coniideration of their charge. Indeed, 
in many cases, it would be impossible to con¬ 
vince them that such on avoidance was requisite 
or desirable; and tliereiiire every judldous 
parent will be anxious to remove his child from 
the influence of moral contagion at the earliest 
posubic period. As to intellectual culUvation, 
children must depend entirely on the resources 
of their friends, for oo place of adequate edu¬ 
cation U to be found throughout India. 
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Cbildreo, are the most joy-iQspu> 
ieg of all passengore. Reckless of danger> 
unknowing of any evU present or future, tlieir 
happy faces alvays ensure that welcome in 
the cuddy. The most car&wora brow smooths 
iu wrinkles at their approach, and the very 
sailors derive confidence from their assurance of 
aafery when n young child is in their vessel. 

There are some, however, to whom joy and 
hope are long uokoown. Yonder pale female, 
wbo leans over the tafierel, and strains her eye 
so intensely, in order to catch the last fslnt out- 
line of the Indian sb^re, is a new-made widow. 
She is bereft of the husband of her love, and 
she leaves bis ashes in that to her iohospilaUe 
land. It is true, she is returning to friends, to 
kinsmen; but who can compensate to her the 
loss of him with whom she first traversed the 
mighty ocean with whom she has shared so 
many dangers, end sQ many joys ;^of liim p> 
whose fsiriiful heart she was wont confide all 
bar feminine fears and tAmrs |n the hour of 
trial, and whose voice always soothed and bless¬ 
ed? ^Vho can search into the depths of her 
sorrowa, when her memory dwells ~ and when 
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does it not dweJl P—sta the thousand biesnags 
his tenderness shed over her pathway f None, 
like him, can understand her looks—can tran^ 
late the very tones of her voice into indications 
of her heart—can patiently endure to see that 
heart laid bare before him, and reproach no 
foible, forgive every folly, extenuato every 
fault ? She seeks the shelter of ber solitary 
c^in to give freer iadulgenco to her sorrow 
perhaps to bold com muni ngS with his spirit, 
whose presence appears almost seuNblo; or bet¬ 
ter still, to seek consolation from Him who is 
*'tho father of the fatherless and the friend of 
the widow.” She mingles little with the gayer 
ones around her; she has no joyous laugh to 
respond to thdr mirth ; she knows that the only 
prospect of her future existence is bound up in 
a small cottage home in her o«n land, aod her 
hope is excited most strongly when she most 
clearly pictures to herself its perfect retirement. 

Every day brings improvement to the sick, 
and io proporibn to the restoration of their 
health is their vivacity. Tbeir mlnda recover 
their elasticity. They forget that they have 
already been near enough to death to feel his 
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Chilly touch, sod they begin to ky out pluns 
for tnany years. Wbat anxious consulting of 
the compass there is amongst them, and hov 
they esamine the daily progress marked out on 
the chart! Some are husbands and fathers 
reteiroing to the bosom of their family vith 
ample competeoce; aod well may thmr hearts 
dilate when they anticipate tlie wariu welcome 
so surely awaiting their arrival. If viaioDs of 
the death or .suSeriog of any of those beloved 
ones ever smite them, they turn with trembling 
from the cruel foreboding, and easily console 
themselves with the common anodyne to man's 
terrors of the evil day—that to them life has 
no delusion, the future no disappointmenL If 
the prudent man condemns this foible, aod the 
cauKous sneers at it, they who are blessed with 
this happier spirit, may console themselves in 
the incalculably greater felicity that marks 
tbeir progress. 

That tall, thin, atrabilious-looking personage, 
louQgiog against the tafferel, with tfms folded 
across bis^brcaat, Just abutting in all hu world, 
stnd eyes half dolad in diguided abstraction, is 
Colooel Peterkin. He is a very old officer, has 
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long since enjoyed the off.reckoninga, and for 
the last se'eeu years bas commanded & force: 
conse^^uenCly, he has been in poeeessioo of au> 
tbority Uttle less than despotic ; and power bet 
made him oecnbe to h» own personal qualities 
a pre-eminence for wliich he was indebted only 
to bis position. It is nearly forty years since 
he quitted the Britieli shore, and he retains 
scarcely one distinctivo quality of an English¬ 
man. Accustomed to obsequious deference 
from die many, he has forgotten that he Is 
about to merge in an immense mass of people, 
of whom none will oarc one atom for his dig¬ 
nity—none will move one step from his direct 
path to make way for A»m.
